ING RESTLESS—THEY MISS THE MONEY 

FORMERLY PAID THEM BY THE CATTLE- 

MEN—A DECISION AS TO CLAIMS FOR LOSS 

BY DEPREDATIONS. 

LIrTLI Rock, Ark., Dec. 14.—([Special.]—An 
Indian Territory special says: The Cheyennes 
and Arapaboes are becoming very restiess and 
trouble is imminent. One cause of the disco - 
tent is the loas of the money derived from the 
cattle leases. This money was distributed per 


capita among the tribes and was the source of 


pleasure to the Indians and profit to the trad- 
ers. Since the leases were abrogated and the 
cattle driven off the reservation payment, of 
course, ceased. The Indians who were loudest 
in denouncing the cattlemen and urging ex- 
pulsion are now complaining about the changed 
condition. 

“ Reports from Fort Reno say that no out- 
break is iikely to occur in that vicinity, but 
other parts of the reservation are far from be- 
ing quiet. The issue of annuity goods, which 
was made recently at Darlington for the first 
ume in three years, was expevted to have a 
soothing effect, but, on the contrary, bas ied 
to much il-feeling among members of the two 
tribes.“ 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 16.— The Assistant 
Attorney-General bas delivered the following 
opinion of interest to ciaimants for Indian 
depredations: In order to entitle any claim 
for Indian depredations to be investigated in 
pursuance of tne provisions of the act of 
March 3, 1885, such claim must either have 
originated since the Revised Statutes repealing 
tue three years’ limitation of 1834 went into 
operation, or else, if it originated before that 
time, it must have been presented within three 
years after the commission of the injury which 
constitutes the basis of said claim.” There are 
about 4,000 of these claims, representing about 
$10,000, 000.

These were found all over the 
land, among the great mine-Owners and iron- 
masters oi the Black Country, the great mill- 
owners of Manchester, the great manufactur- 
ers of Liverpool and London, and the great 
shipbuilders of the Clyde and the Tweed. 
These great Liberal propr nad freely em- 
ployed Irish artisans and lak and a con- 
siderabie proportion of the paid by Lib- 
eral masters to the Irish bad to strengthen 
the National-League agita Therefore, the 
speakers declared, it would de suicidal folly 
and madness to continue % nourish such 
vipers in their bosoms. 

A RETALIATORY POLI ADOPTED. 

The resuit of the meeting Was the adoption, 
by a unanimous vote, of a ution pledging 
each gentleman present not to employ Irish 
labor in the future, and to gradually. but as 
speedily as possible, discharge all Irish work- 
men how employed by them. The advocates 
of this sweeping measure of proscription spoke 
of it as a boycotting scheme, ignoring the 

broad difference between proscribing a man 

for his nationality, which he cannot help 
and would be a poltroom to conceal, and 
boycotting a man for voluntarily committing 
offensive acts whieh ue has power to dis- 
sured the meeting thar the whole machinery of 
the Birmingham caucus would be employed to 
make the so-called boycotting effective. They 
said that the British Liberal workmen, who 
had always ‘been friendly toward their Irish 
colleagues, were sow embittered against them. 
Those workmen could therefore be relied on 
to codperate with their emplosers against the 
Irish, and would even carry the measure fur- 
ther by boycotting all irish tradesmen and 
publicans. 

THE TORIES REPUDIATE THE PARNELLITES. 

The Cabinet formally decided this afternoon 
to receive or to make no overtures to Parnell 
and to bave no further dalliance with his party. 
That body had a session of two hours and a 
half today and decided to meet the new Parlia- 
ment and to submit a new program of legisia- 
uon, including a bill dealing with the subject 
of county government in Engiand and Ireland, 
and also English Church-Reform and Land- 
Tenure bills. The Ministers were unanimously 
confident of Whig support. The Cabinet will 
reassemble tomorrow. 

(Telegraphing at 4:30 this morning from Lon- 
don another correspondent sends the follow- 
ing: London continues its Parnell scare. 
This infected yesterday's Cabinet council. It 
hada protracted sitting, with every member 
present, and it voted to continue this today. 
The first business to which the Ministers ad- 
dressed themselves was to decide the course to 
be pursued in consequence of the results of 
the elections. It was determined not to imi- 
tate Disraeli in 1868, Gladstone in 1874, and 
Beaconsfield in 1880 in resigning office be- 
fore the meetmg of Parliament. Then 
Banquo Parnell arose, not to the gen- 
eral joy of the whole table. The council 
disclosed a scheme for the extinction of local 
seif-goveruments in Scotland, Wales, and En- 
gland as weil as in Ireland. The general senti- 
ment was not to form any alliance with the 
Parnellites nor to countenance any project 
giving Ireland legislative independence; also 
that Lord Salisbury should accept tne support 
of Mr. Parneli until it was made worth Mr. 

ll’s while to give his allegiance to Mr. 
Siddstone, and that the Cabinet would take 
the earliest opportunity of testing the feeling 
of the House of Commons on the question 
whether or not the present Government sbould 
continue in office. It was also decided that 
under no circumstances could the Government 
consent to give the control of the Irish con- 
stabulary to the local government of Ireland. 


After an adjournment until today Lord Ran- 


dolph Churchill and the Irish Viceroy remained 
for a long time in private discussion. Progress 
is expected to be made in today’s council re- 
garding the arrangement of business to be pre- 
sented to Parliament in the Queen’s speech 
following the lines laid down in the Salisbury 
address to the Conservative associations. All 
the morning papers return to whacking” Mr. 
Parnell as the national bogie. | 

The Press Association states that it has been 
officially informed that the Government will 
take the earliest action to ascertain whether 
it enjoys the confidence of the House of Com- 
mons.

The News believes Lord Salisbury is opposed 
to aconference of the leaders. Perhaps the 
best beginning would be to leave the Imperial 
Parliament untouched and establish a purely 
Irish Parliament to deal with Irish affairs, with 
limitations to ite authority as a safeguard 
against any legislation vioiating the rights of 
individual classes or destructive of social or- 
der. 

The Daily News believes that Lord Ashburne 
compiled a scheme for Irish home ruie which 
was approved by Lord Carnarvon, but which 
was rejected by the rest of the Cabinet. 
GLADSTON FS PLANS. 

It is learned tonight on excellent authority 
that Mr. Gladstone has definitly rejected the 
moderate counsels of bis colleagues, and has 
determined to force the fighting against the 
Tories at the very thresbold of the new Parlia- 
ment. He will do this by moving a vote of 
want of confidence in the Government tne first 
day of the session. He expects to be able to 
arrange matters with the Parnellites so ds to 
have a majority sufficient to unseat the Tories, 
even though there may be some Whig defeo- 
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| .The members of Mr. Giadstone’s late Cabinet 


are greatly divided in their views as to the wis- 
dom of this program. Lords Hartington and 
Spencer, who are stalwart Whigs, oppose it. 
Messrs. Trevelyan and Goschen are hesitating 
between two opinions, but will probably fall 
into lime. Sir William Vernon Harcourt ap- 
proves the scheme, but the only really hearty 


approbation it receives is from the Radical 


leaders, Joseph Chamberlain and Sir Charles 
Dilke. The latter, speaking at Chelsea today, 
stated that the Radicals would not obstruct but 
would endeavor to shape the Tory policy. He 
decla:ed the reoccupation of Dongola to be a 
mistake. 

If sufficient pledges are given Parnell to 
bring bis phalanx to Gladstone's support, and 
if the Whigs as a rule stick to him, Gladstone 
can oust the Tories, resume office himself, and 
retain it during the pleasure of the Parnellites. 
If the Whigs desert to the Tory ranks iu any 
considerable numbers a deadlock is certain. 
In that case the leaders will probably agree to 
confine legislation to passing the estimates and 
to dissolve Parliament at the beginning of 
summer. 

Mr. Gladstone, as Privy Councilor, has writ- 
ten to the Queen on the subject of a Parilia- 
ment for Ireland. 


ELECTION EFFECTS—DEMANDS FOR M- 
DUCED RENTS. . 

Dontax. Dec. 14.—| Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.|—Sir Richard John Mus- 
grave, the fifth Baronet since that honor was 
conferred on the autbor of the History of 
the Irish Rebellion of 1798,” and who is now 
in the United States on a tour, was today prac- 
tically invited by the tenants of his estate at 
Tourin, Cappoquin, County Waterford, to 
return home. A procession of tenants went 
in a body, beaded by two priests, to Lady Mus- 
grave and demanded a general reduction of 30 
per cent. This she refused, though promising 
a generous consideration in individual cases of 
distress. The tenants then left without pay- 
ing anything, and banked their rents less the 
80 per cent. 

In the same county, at Lisnore Castle, the 
Trish seat of the Duke of Devonshire, the 
father of the Marquis Hartington, the tenante 
held a meeting and refused the offer of a re- 
duction of 20 per cent. They demanded a 40 
per cent and declined to pay anything unless 
that was conceded. On the properties of the 
Earl of Huntingdon, Mr. Woodroffe, Capt. 
Pailiser, Maj. Chumley, and many other land- 
lords a similar course has been pursued, 
though in many cases reductions of from 15 to 
20 per cent were offered by the owners. Since 
toe elections have been decided in favor of the 
Nationalists it will undoubtedly occur that 
hundreds of tenants, emboldened by Mr. Par- 
nell’s success, will follow this lead. 

Information aleo reached here tonight that 
this morning Mr. Piatt, a landlord whose resi- 
dence is in Cork, assisted by three bailiffs with 
an escort of eighty police, left Tipperary and 
proceeded to the evicted lands at Ballyconroy, 
near Limerick Junction, to take possession of 
tne premises into which the Courigan family 
had been placed some weeks ago by a party 
of disguised and armed men. When the force 
arrived the chapel-bell tolled and a large crowd 
assembled at the doors. The winduws of the 
farm-house were barred, and Father Murphy, 
appealing to the mob, prevented a collision be- 
tween them and the authorities, and an ar- 


rangement was made ‘that possession of the 


evicted property should be duly secured, bat, 
nevertheless, new trouble is feared. 


HOME-RULE VIEWS IN NEW YORK. 

New Tonk, Dec. 14.—|Special.}|—The agita- 
tion among Irishmen in thie city, now almost 
at fever-heat on the prospect of the achieve- 
ment of home rule in the coming Parliament, 
was intensified today by the report in a morn- 
ing paper that Lord Salisbury’s scheme of 
home rule has been promulgated by one of his 
close adherents. It was conceded today by all 
the prominent Irishment interviewed that 
this will be 
any settiement 
One gentleman said Salisbury was driven into 
the last ditch, and he has become desperate be- 
cause Parnell detected the treachery of his 
pretended friends, the Tories, in the early 
stage of the late elections, when they were so 
elated with temporary success that they sup- 
posed they could act independentiy of him. 
One of the original founders of the Land 
League and Home-Rule organizations in this 
city and nowa leading member of the Irish 
National League and trustee of the Parnell 
Parliamentary fund said be was convinced 
that Ireland’s regeneration is nearer than 
many of the most sanguine Irishmen imagine. 

Archbishop Corrigan has contributed $50 to 
the Irish Parliamentary fund. It ws felt that 
this contribution will awaken general interest 
in the movement among the Catholics of the 
city, and that sums will be sent in from people 
who otherwise might not give. Richard O’Gor- 
man and Richard S. Emmet, as trustees of the 
Irish fund of 1848, sent a check for $5,000, the 
largest single amount yet received, being one- 
half of that fund remaiping. The total amount 
so far received by the committee is given as 
$20,000. A feeling has developed against bold- 
ing a great public meeting to beip along the 
fund. So far the Sub-Executive Committee 
and the special commitiee have not made any 
arrangements for such a demonstration. and it 
is considered improbable that any meeting will 
be held.

MR. COPPERNALL’S SUICIDE. 


THERE 18 NO DOUBT THAT HE WAS TEM- 
PORARILY INSANE—HE ELUDED THOSE 
WHO WERE WATCHING HIM. 

DutotTs; Mien., Dec. 14.—|S8pecial.]—The 
news of the suicide of Hiram W. Coppernall 
created considerable excitement on the streets 
this morning, as he was well known and bad 
quite a large business in shipping lumber to 
the Northwest and Southwest as far as Kansas.

A. M Eelley as Minister to 
Italy. 


Reasons of That Power for Rejecting 
Him—The Effort to Palm Him 
Olf on Austria. b 


Lame Exonses of That Power for Refusing 
to Receive Him Official Oorre- 
spondence in the Oase. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dee. 14.—The President, 
in response to a Senate resolution adopted Dec. 
9, transmitted to that body all the papers and 
correspondence on file relating to the appvint- 
ment of A. M. Keiley as Minister to Italy and 
his subsexuent appointment as Minister to 
Austria. The correspondence begins with a 
letter to Secretary Bayard from Baron Fava, 
the Italian Minister Kesident, dated April 13, 
1885, in which he calls attention to an edito- 
rial in the New York Herald in reference to al- 
leged utterances ot Mr. A. M. Keiley, appointed 
Minister to Italy, in regard to that Govern- 
ment, and says if the newspaper's statement 
is true it is a most argent and regrettable one. 
Secretary Bayard answered under the same 
date making an appointment to see the 
Italian Minister April 15, and saying 
that enough is disclosed by his note to state 
that the department cannot make the editorials 
of a newspaper in relauon to alleged utter- 
ances, coufessedly made unofficially some four- 
teen years ago, of a gentleman selected to rep- 
resent the Government inaforeign country the 
basis of discussion with the Minister of that 
country here. Mr. Bayard continues: 

Having proffered a gentleman who entertains no 
other sentiments toward your Government than 
those of entire respect and friendship to repre- 
sent the Government of the United States in Italy, 
nothing further devolves on this Government; 
and believing that Mr. Keiley will prove in ali re- 
spects agreeable and acceptable as persona grata 
to the Government of Italy, we must leave that 
Government to the exercise of its own and sole dis- 
cretion in receiving him in the same spirit of 
friendship and respect in which he is sent forth. 

ITALY REJECTS HIM—AUSTRIA TRIED. 

Baron Fava, ander date of April 20, forwards 


to Secretary Bayard a copy of a telegram re- 
ceived by him from the Italian Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, the substance of which is that if 
Mr. Keiley gave utterance to the sentence as- 
cribed to him be would not be acceptable to 
the King, and asking this Government to ap- 
point another representative to Rome. 

The pext letter in order is one from Mr. 
Keiley to the President resigning his commis- 
sion. 

Secretary Bayard writes Baron Fava, under 
date of April 30, acknowledging the receipt of 
a copy of the above-mentioned telegram, and 
saying: | 

The feeling of your Government on the subject 
bas caused an arrestation of Mr. Keiley’s move- 
ments, and be has returned to the President his 
commission as Minister to Italy, and the object of 


the communication of the Italian Minister of For- 
eign Affairs to you is therefore accom plished. 


May 4 Secretary Bayard informed Baron 
Schaeffer, the Austrian Minister at Wasbing- 
ton, that the President bad appointed Mr. 
Keiley to succeed Mr. Francis as Minister at 


the followimg translauon of a telegram 
Count Kalnoky to himself, dated May 8: 

We regret the nomination of Mr. Keiley as Minis- 
ter Plenipotentiary and Envoy Extraordinary to 
the Imperial Court and his sudden departure from 
America, as here, too, like in Rome, prevail 
scruples against this choice. 

Piease direct in the most friendly way the atten- 
tion of the American Government to the generally 
existing diplomatic practice to ask previously to 
any nomination of a foreign Minister the agré- 
ment (consent) of the Government to which he is 
accredited. You are, therefore, requested to ear- 
nestly entreat them that the newly-nominated 
Minister may not reach Vienna before our contfi- 
dential consent to his nomination has taken place. 

The position of a foreign Envoy wedded toa 
Jewess by a civil marriage would be untenabie and 
even impossible in Vienna. 

BAYARD WARMS UP. 


In a communication to Baron Schaeffer, 


dated May 18, Secretary Bayard says: 

The question thus raised by your Government in- 
volves principles of the greatest importanse, and 
has no precedent as yet discoverable to mein 
modern times in the intercourse between friendly 
nations; and having submitted the matter to the 
consideration of the President. I am instructed by 
him to inform your Government, through you, 
that the ground upon which it is announced, that 
the usual ceremonial courtesy and formal respect 
are to be withheld from the voice of the United 
States to your Government—that is to say, because 
his wife is alleged or supposed by your Govern- 
ment to entertain a certain religious faith, and be 
a membet of a certain religious sect-—cannot be 
assented to the Executive of the 
Government the American people, 
but is and must be emphatically denied. 
The supreme law of the land expressly declares 
that * no religious test shall ever be required as a 
qualification to any office or any public trust under 
the United States.“ and by the same authority it is 
declared that Congress shall make no law respect- 
ing an establishment of religion or prohibiting the 
free exercise thereof.“ Thisis a Government of 
laws, and an authority exercised must find its 
measure and warrant thereunder. It is not within 
the power of the President, nor Corgress, nor of 
any judicial tribunal in the United States to take or 
even hear testimony, or in any mode to inquire into 
or decide upon the religious belief of any official, and 
the proposition to allow this to be done by any for- 
eign Government is necessarily and a fortiori inad- 
missible. To suffer an infraction of this essential 
principle would lead to a disfranchisement of our 
citizens because of their religious belief, and thus 
impair or destroy the most important end which 
the Constitution of our Government intended to 


secure. 

Religious liberty is the chief corner-stone of the 
American system of government, and provisions 
for its security are imbedded in the written charter 
and interwoven in the moral fabric of its laws, 
Anything that intends to evade a right so essential 
and sacred must be carefully guarded against, and 
1 am satisfied that my countrymen, ever mindful of 
the suffering and sacrifices necessary to obtain it, 
will never consent to its impairment for any reason 
or under any pretext whatsoever. 

In harmony with this essential is the almost 
equally potential unwritten law of American soci- 
ety that awards respect and dellckte consideration 
to the men of the’ United States, and exacts 
8 in the treatment at home and abroad 
ot the mothers, wives, and daughters of the Re- 

ublic. 

l The case we are now considering is that ot an 
Envoy of the United States, unquestionably fitted, 
whose presenee near the foreign Government in 
question is objected to by its agents on the sole 
ground that his wedded wife is alleged to enter- 
tain a religious faith which is held by very many 
of the most honored and valued citizens of the 
United States, It is not velieved by the President 
that a doctrine and practice so destructive of re- 
ligious liberty and freedom of corscience, so de- 
void of catholicity, and so Opposed to the spirit of 
the age in which we live, can fora moment be ac- 
cepted by the great family of civilized nations, or 
be allowed to control their diplomatic intercourse. 
Certain it is, it will never, in my belief, be accept- 
ed by the people of the United States, nor by any 
Administrauon which represents their sentiments. 

Permit me, therefore, being actuated only by the 
sivecerest desire to strengthen the ties of friend- 
ship and mutual respect between the Governments 
we respectively represent, most earnestiy and re- 


note, and to request your Government to recon- 
sider the views you have co to me ia 
respect of the possible reception of Mr. Keile on 
the mission of amity and mutual advantage which, 
in the umplest good faith, he was selected by this 
Government to perform. 

SUBSEQUENT PROCEEDINGS. 

Mr. Jobn M. francis, then United States 
Minister at Vienna, June 17 notified Mr. Bar- 
ard that he bad been informed that the Auf 
trian Foreign-Office raised objections to ro- 
ceiving Mr. Keiley because Italy had objected 
to him and not because his wife was a Jewess.

The eldest answered 
affirmatively and was told to make ‘her state- 
ment.’ She said that Lizzie Hearne wag ber 
sister, an orphan, and up te a few months ago 
had made her home with the MecCarthye, 
where she was treated as one of the family. 
One day Lizzie, whe is just NH years ald, took 
it inte her head to run away and earn her own 
living. Mrs. MeQarthy lost track of ber for 
sone time, but finally heard that she was tend- 
ing a bar in a Saloon on the corner of Four- 
teenth and Canal streets. In such an cocupa- 
tion she found her wayward sister, sure 
enough, and, learnmg thai Lizzie was also 
forming the acquaintance of men, and aecom- 
panying them to the theatres, a warrant was 
sworu out to bring ber into court and have 
something done to save her from ruin. Mrs, 
McCarthy said further that she knew of an in- 
stance where ber sister had made an appoint- 
ment to meet a young man named Jones on a 
street corger, but on going there and not find- 
ing Jones in waiting she permitted a stranger 
on the street to address her, and then she ac- 
companied him to the theatre. After the per- 
formance the man made an effort to entice the 
giri into a hotel on the West Side whicn has an 
unsavory reputation, but the girl became 
frightened and threatened to call a policeman 
unless taken home. 80 narrow an es- 
cape was not taken as a warning, 
she said. Lizzie continued to saceept 
the attentions of men about whom 
she knew nothing, and the sister thought it 
time to try and save her. The testimony was 
corroborated by Alice Kannard, the cousin of 
the two sisters. In her own beanaif Migs Hearne 
said that she left the home of her married sis- 
ter because she was not supported properiy 
accord to her idea, and she went out to 
service in the family of Mr. Dullard, a saloon 
keeper. She protested vehementiy that sue 
did not tend bar except for @ few minutes at 
noon While Mr. Dullard was eating his dinner. 
Mias Hearne said she only knew one youag 
man, who was keeping company with her. 
He was respectaole, and very mice, 
Her voiee bad a. sincere ring in it when she 
said, “If I thought ne was not good | would 
pever see bim n. Me, Dullard said he 
bad found Lizzie a well-bebaved girl, and she 
had never been akked to wait on the bar except 
for a few minutes at noon. The eourt read the 
saloonkeeper a lecture on allowmg the girl to 
go behind the bar at all, and he agreed not to 
let her do so again. In disposing of the case 
Justice White said he bardly felt warranted in 
sending the girl to the House of the Good 
Skepherd, but she undoultedly needed re- 
straint. Sbe ought to be at her sister's home, 
where she could peadyised and guided. Mrs. 
McCarthy had only. done what was right for 
oue sister to do for another, and Lizzie should 
take warning and endeavor to reform. The girl 
was then dismissed. 


THAT HANSEN GIRL, 
A GOOD DEAL OF BYMPATHY WASTED ON A 
THOROUGHLY BAD YOUNG WOMAN, 

Hannah Hansen, the H-year-old girl rescued 
by her cousin, Miss Patie Cramer, from a dis- 
reputable house at No. 563 Clark street, was 
betore Justice Meech yesterday. 

“Two months ago,” she said, “I was at 
work in Milwaukee. A man named Albert 
Mitchell and his wife persuaded me to come to 
Chicago. I was taken to the house on Clark 
street, and once there the keeper, Mrs. Müller, 
would not let me go.“ The girl is wrecked 
in health by the life she has led, 
and is marked with all the signs of dissipation. 
She was discharged on condition that she go 
home with her relatives. Mrs. Müller, as keep- 
er of the house, was fined $26, and the two 
other girls taken there were fined $10 each. 
Later in the day Mitchell and hig wile, August 
Dolman, and the Müller woman were arrested 


and jocked up at the armory on a charge of ab-

The. house, No. 204 Fulton street, where 
Michel lives, 1s a neat one-story cottage, be- 
tween Green and Peoria streets, in a respecta- 
bie neighborhood. Michel was not knowa to 
te neighbors, and they say they had no idea 
that anything was wrong with the tamily Ur- 
ing there. e Hansen girl herself admits 
having led a life of shame at Milwaukee.

A gang of prisoners got bold ot a 
delegation of the grand jury and complained 
about the quality and quantity of their food, 
and suggested that a trip to the kitchen 
might not be out of place. The visit was 
made and the dishing out of the soup noted. 
The soup was thin and the quantity of meat in 
each tin dish was remarkably meagre. The 
loaves of bread were not of the finest flour and 
somewhat roughly constructed. The foreman 
lingered somewhat longer about the various 
departments of the jail in company with a 
dozen or 80 jurors, than Mr. Folz'e regular 
habits seemed to allow, for he. gave several 
broad bints that he was waiting for his dinner, 
but so were the jurors. A reporter who slipped 
in with the jurors gleaned enough information 
to warrant the assertion that the jaii will not 
be forgotten in the report of the grand jury.

MR. BLAND AND PROF. SWING, 


THE FORMER REPLIES TO THE SOMEWHAT 
CAUSTIC REMARKS OF THE LATTER. 

Last Tuesday Tuk TRIBUNE printed some 
remarks made before the Methodist ministers 
by the Rev. Mr. Bland, in which he referred to 
Prof. Swing, Dr. Thomas, and some others, 
and a day or two afterward published Prof. 
Swing’s somewhat caustic reply to Mr. Bland. 
Now the latter reverend gentleman comes to 
the front with the foliowing statement: 

In the first place, the essay was addressed 
to a quiet circie of fellow-clergymen, was 
hurriedly composed in the midst of pressing 
duties, and was never intended for the general 
public. Had I prepared an article for the press 
I would bave taken my positions with more 
care. The expression, I would not wipe my 
feet on the rotten rascal,’ was given as the 
conclusion of a quotation from Sam Jones 
touching dancing-masters. 1 am now sorry 
that this part of the quotation was used. The 
words are not mine, and should not be found 
on the lips of one who is to be patient 
toward all men.“ 

“The allusion to the esteemed and honor- 
able institute at Evanston had sole reference 
to the theodicy held by our beloved Dr. Ray- 
mond, as given in Vol. I., pp. 357-8 of bis work 
on theology. Theodicy us a term indicating 
the method of harmonizing the Divine good- 
ness and an eternal Heil. The position taken 
in the above work is that any existence is 
better than no existence, or, in other words, 
the condemned denizen of Hell, dreadful as 
his condition is, is yet better off than he would 
be without existence at all. God will punish 
him, but will not so severely chastise as to 
make non-existence a preferable alternative. 
My conviction is, as expressed in my essay, 
that any student of Universalistic proclivities 
(not all students) would be confirmed in 
them if be embraced the above theodicy. 
That is, if a student could come to take such a 
view of Scripture, it would be only a small 
step for him to adopt the Universalist method 
of interpretation. When I speak of Universal- 
is m 1 always refer to its modern phrase, which 
is more more properly Restorationism—which 
teaches that the wicked shall be punished in 
hell, but that the punishment shall be reforma- 
tory and disciplinary, not judicial, and shall 
ultimate in the finai purification and complete 
blessedness ofevery human soul. This isa 
fascinating and an inspiring theory. but un- 
happily not sustained by the Bible—except by 
the liberal, elastic, and suit-yourseilf style of 
interpretation. The preaching of this kind of 
theology is soothing and popular toa large 
class. It is conducive to a total paralysis of 
conscience ana the introduction of mental and 
spiritual flippancy. — 

„In reading Prof. Swimg’s reply in THE 
TRIBUNE L am surprised that a gentieman of 
his professed candor should have done me tne 
injustice to ascribe to me views that 1 did not 
express. In formulating his own view of the 
amusement question, he says: The end to be 
sought by cle: gymen is to help create a human 
character which will not bet on any result.“ If 
Prof. Swing could have read my paper as a 
whole, and heard my supviementary remarks, 
be would find that the doctrine of the essay is 
identical with this view of his. I held that it is 
not best to make specific attacks upon partic- 
viar forms of amusement, but to preach 
Christ’s Gospel in such a way as to 
produce a type of convert whose purified judg- 
ment would take such a view of these things 
that the vexed question would regulate itself. 
This is certainly just the opposit of dealing in 
üttle externals and not in the quality of the 
heart, which Prof. Swmg ascribes to me.

$200,000,000—A Brooklyn Oourt

New Tonk, Dec. 14.— Special. J — The suit ‘of 
George O. Hovey of Boston against Pheips, 


Doage & Co., for damages based on alleged 
misrepresentation as to the value of a building 
in Chicago which they sold bim, and which he 
says they told bim could be rented for more 
than could be obtained for it, was continued 
today before Judge Van Vorst, in the Supreme 
Court. Thomas J. Sansome of Chicago, who, 
as attorney for the defendants, drew the lease 
of the store to the Mandel Bros., 
testified that he went to Chicago Jan. 
24, 1875, and remained till Jan. 29. He 
saw the Mandel Bros. and A. J. Averill, the 
real-estate agent who nad the property in 
charge. He told Leon Mandel that he could 
not lease the store for less than $15,000 per 
year, but that the owners would remit the rent 
to May 1, on account of the Mandel Brothers 
baving another store on their hands. Subse- 
quently he accepted from the Mandeis an offer 
to .rent the store ſor three years at $14,000, 
$15,000, and $16,000 per year, with the rent to 
Jutz 1, 1875, remitted. Mr. Sansome gave 
the Mande! Bros. a receipt for the rent up to 
July 1. Then be came to New York and made 
out the lease and the subsequent assignment of 
it to Mr. Hovey, and these papers were sent to 
Zurich for W. E. Dodge Jr.’s signature. Mr. 
Sansome under cross examination said he re- 
ceived no money on account of the receipt 
given for rent. The Mandel Bros. actually 
occupied the building from Jan. 29 to July 1. 

Joseph Van Vieck of the firm ot Phelps, 
Dodge & Co. said that Mr. Hovey on his way 
back from Chicago, after the property bad 
been purchased, called on him, and de then 
told Mr. Hovey about the non-payment of the 
rentto July 1. Mr. Hovey said that Mr. Av- 
erill bad explained it all to him. Mr. Hovey 
never saw the lease to the Mandel Bros. 
A letter from Mr. Averill to Phelps, Dodge 
& Co. was produced. In it Mr. Averill 
said he had received an offer ol 
$130,000 for the property, based on a 
rental of $14,000, $15,000, and $16,000 for the 
three years. They Wanted $160,000 for the 
property, but in their answer to Mr. Averill 
they said if de could work them up” to an 
offer of $140,000 they would probably accept it. 
A letter from Mr. Dodge to Mr. Averill was 
produced, in which Mr. Dodge told the real- 
estate agent to make the rent as high as pos- 
sible in order to get a good price for the store. 

A. J. Averell, the Chicago real-estate agent, 
was then put upon the stand and asked a few 
preliminary questions, after which the bearing 
was adjourned until tomorrow morning. 

THOSE NOONDAY MEETINGS. 

Congregational singing has come to be a great 
feature of Missioner Aitkin’s noonday services 
for business-men at Old Trinity Church. Hymns 
specially for the Advent Mission in Trinity 
were selected, printed, and plentifully distrib- 
uted in the pews. At first Missioner Aitkin 
had to urge the business-men to join in the 
singing, though he set them a good example 
himself by leading off in a musical baritone. 
Modern evangelical medieys of the Moody and 
Sankey order were given the go-by, and the men 
were delighted to hear old-fashioned common- 
metre tunes that recalled memories of days 
when congregational singing was more uni- 
versal than itis now. At today's services it 
was hard to find a man who did not join beart- 
ily in sing me every hymn. Thesweill of the 
organ was lost in the mighty unison of 1,500 
male voices. At the request of a commercial 
man, he said, Mr. Aitkin spoke of the snare of 
intemperance in paths of commercial men, 
The obvious moral that Mr. Aitkin drew was 
that commercial men should not be ashamed 
to seek consolation from the omnipotent in 
times of trouble, and that the business-men 
were under moral obligation to remove the 
social glass stumbling-biock from the path of 
the young. 

THEODORE THOMAS’ TROUBLES. 

Cf late there has been growing among some 
of the orchestral players of the Philharmonic 
Society a very unpleasant feeling toward Mr. 
Theodore Thomas, the conductor. This feel- 
ing was greatly intensified by the recent pro- 
ceedings against Mr. Thomas in connection 
with nis engagement of an oboe-player in a 
manner contrary to the laws of the union to 
which almost all the orchestral players of the 
city belong. The orchestra players complain 
also that Mr. Thomas has of late become morose, 
rough and indifferent towards them, esveciaily 
during rehearsal. Itis said aiso that the dis- 
satisfied members of the orchestra are casting 
about for another conductor and would like to 
get Herr Seidl of the Metropolitan Opera- 
House. These hints being entirely of a tenta- 
tive sort, Herr Seid] has not yet been cailed 
upon to give the question consideration as a 
definit proposition, and itis impossible to as- 
sert that he would consider it favorably, 
if so presented to him. Those who claim 
to know the inside ot this affair 
say that the dissatisfaction grows out 
of Mr. Thomas weeding out players who be- 
come practically valueless by reason of age or 
from other causes and supplying their places 
with younger and more competent musicians, 
If the matter is agitated much it would be no 
surprise to see Mr. Thomas withdraw from the 
society in a most decided manner, and if he 
should do so the young element of his orches- 
tra will go with him, even if it results in bemg 
cast out of the Musical Union.

$457,375 yearly from these sources alone. 

AFTER THE ROWDY WEST STYLE. 

Thomas J. Armstrong was set free tonight 
on a verdict of acquittal. He had been on trial 
for a full week in the Brooklyn Court of Ses- 
sions for shooting his stepfather, Albert R. 
Herrick, Aug. 10. Today was devoted to sum- 
ming up. The jury went out with the case at 
4:40. It was 11:05 when they returned to their 
seats. Armstrong bad been waiting alone in 
an ante-room during their absence. His 
mother, who had béen his constant attendant 
during the trial, was so much wrought up by 
by the tedious suspense that she suffered 
herself to de led from _ tbe court- 
room and went home shortly after 9 o'clock. 
Shortly before 11 o’clock Judge Moore came 
out from bis room. Assistant District-Attor- 
ney Jenks, Gen. Tracy, and W. J. Gaynor took 
their places at the counsel tabies. The corri- 
dor doors burst open and an overwhelming 
crowd rushed within. The court officers sank 
out of sight in the jam. Armstrong was led to 
his old seat by the white piliar. He rose as the 
jury answered that they had agreed on à ver- 
dict. 

Po you find the prisoner at the bar,“ the clerk 
asked slowly, awid pertect stiliness, ** guilty or 
not guilty under the indictment?” 

Not guilty,’ the white-haired foreman re- 
sponded. The hubbub in the courtroom in the 
next instant was tremendous. Men threw up 
their bats and cheered, shouted, and almost 
danced over each other. The cry was taken up 
in the corridor, which rang with long, wild, 
loud peals of sbeuting. Mrs. Herd, the friend 
of Armstrong, seized bim in her arms and 
kissed bin.

What Is Lost by Persistent Railway 
DiscriminationToasts and Re- 


sponses. 


Mr. E. Nelson Blake continued the custom he 
inauguratei one year ago by giving a dinner 
last evening to the members of the Board of 
Trade directory from 1881 to 1885, inciusive, 
the period during which he bas been on the di- 
rectory either as a member or President 
of the board. It was given at the 
Grand Pacific, and the ladies“ ordinary, 
where the tables were spread. was profusely 
decorated with flowers, trailing vines, and 
ferns. ‘Thetables were in the form of a horse- 
shoe, in the centre of which Mr. Biake sat, with 
Mrs. Biake to hisleft and the Rev. Dr. Law- 
rence, pastor of the Second Baptist Church, to 
his right. The menu was very elaborate. 
Among those atthe tables were the follow-

President Blake, in calling the gathering to 
order at 9 o’clock, expressed his pleasure at 
their presence. Meeting in this social manner 
would help those on the board to forget the 
rusbing tide of business in which they were so 
earnestly and actively engaged. He heartily 
and most cordialiy welcomed them. 

Mr. Charies Pope was to have responded to 
the sentiment, The duty of the Board of 
Trade of the City of Chicago in regard to in- 
creasing the importance of thie market as a 
produce and provision centre.“ He, however, 
had to leave early, so ex-President H. W. Rog- 
ers read what Mr. Pope had prepared, which 
was substantially as follows: 

Perbaps no subject of importance at pres- 
ent so challenged attention or more deserved 
the deliberate consideration of the mercbants 
of Chicago. Possibly none other had met with 
more indifference and negiect. The material 
prosperity of the United States was 
chietiy based upon agricuiture. The richest, 
most fertile, most prosperous, and most inde- 
pendent country on earth was at vur doorway. 
The great vaileys of the Mississippi and of the 
Missouri had resources of illimitable magni- 
tude. Chicago was their natural entrepot. 
Through this gate should their unequaied 
products flow to a wanting and waiting world. 
From this port should be distributed the wares 
and merchandise needed in return. The 
accomplishment of this end and aim 
was the duty of every Chicago merchant. 
Nothing short of it would answer. There 
was no real bealthful prosperity this side of or 
beyond it. Our future prosperity lay in the 
maintenance of the healthy legitimate trade 
that naturally centered .pere. Were they 
aware that they could not retain it without a 
struggle? Were they ready for the conflict? 
Would ‘they awake to the necessities of the 
day and bour and quit themselves like men? 
Every railway combination that bad been 
formed in the last few years relating to business 
in the West bad been fashioned to strip Chi- 
cago of her rightful trade. Here a little and 
there a little the cords bad been drawn more 
tightly against them, until now, for every large 
shipping point in the Mississippi or Missouri 
Valley., a much less freight relatively was 
charged on all products to the seaboard 
and other eastern points, provided 
they were not consigned to or de- 
tained in Chicago. The most complete 
and absolute discrimination in railway rates 
against this city existed everywhere in the 
West, in that there was not a through billing 
point in the West from which the Eastern lines 
would not accept a less rate of freight on 
tonnage passage through Chicago than on 
tonnage originating here. The whole 
theory method of tne leading rail- 
way interest East seemed pianned to 
divert tonnage around or away from Chicago. 
The object, piainly, was to keep business from 
the water routes—the great lakes and the Erie 
Canal. The railroads aimed to cripple these 
natural highways of commerce and defeat the 
low-priced competition they offered. This com- 
petition they sought to kill, and, as Chicago 
was its chief source of supply, the sacrifice and 
strangling, if possibile, of Chicago was 
an important part in the program. 
Here the maximum east-bound tariff rate 
was first asserted; here it was 
the most rigidly enforced—oftentimes here 
only—and here U was the latest to be with- 
drawn. It was well known that during nearly 
all last winter grain was hauled from Migsis- 
sippi River points to the seaboard at rates 20 
to 40 per cent below those charged from Chi- 
cage, though the mileage was 20 per cent 
greater. The same was true relatively on 
business from Missouri River points. In that 
great iniquity, as in recent minor ones, ob- 
servation showed that Western lines offered 
little ground for offense. The odium belonged 
to the Eastern lines, as the mjustice was 
chiefiy wrought by them. The following fig- 
ures were given to show what railway discrim- 
ination bad done in a few years;

This startling loss of real, legitimate busi- 
ness to Chicago—38 per cent of corn and 45 
per cent of wheat—at a time when the crop 
resources were largeiy increased should so 
impress every merchant of the city as to stir 
one and all into tuen vigorous activity as would 
admit of no rest or halt until the wrong 
was righted and the evil of which 
they so justiy complained was abated. Rail- 
way discrimination was the sole and only cause 
of this deplorable loss of trade. A remedy 
could not be found in freight bureaus, nor in 
any other work by proxy. Little could be 
hoped for in the way of legisiation. There 
must be strong, unceasing individual and al- 
lied labor in the way of diplomatic effort and 
by personal work with the controlling railway 
powers. When these should have failed there 
remained other weapons of defense. 

Mr. George Brine responded to the toast, 
hoe true relation of the Board of Trade to the 
speculative market in trading for future de- 
livery.’’ He said a business which had no fut- 
ure and admitted of no speculation could not 
be maintained. It was no reflection on the 
business of the board that it bad a future, and 
that the members were always more interested 
in what that future would be than in the past. 
They lived largely in the future—a character- 
istic of every Chicagoan—and the growth of 
the city was largely due to it. All the rules of 
the board were calculated to maintain honest 
dealing and they were enforced. 

Mr. G A. Mair, who has recently returned 
from Europe, was expected to say some- 
thing about the future trade of our 
country with foreign nations, but be was 
excused. His health was broken down by 
thinking too much of the Board of Trade, and 
when abroad he didn’t think very much 
about it. 

Mr. J. H. French read a brief obituary of the 
late S. H. Larmime, who was a director of 
the board in 1883-’84 and at the time of his 
death. 

Secretary Stone responded gracefully and 
very acceptably to Tue Ladies, taking the 
place of ex-President Rogers. who, being a 
bachelor, could not do the subject justice,” 
and sat down after saying God bless them. 

President Blake made a few remarks in con- 
clusion, saying that he never expected to meet 
them officialiy in such an assembly agaiu and 
desiring them to bear with them ois best 
wishes, kindest regards, heartiest respect, and 
warmest love.

THE LITIGATION BEGUN BY THE HOLDERS 
OF “BONDS” ISSUED BY SOME OF THE 
HEIRS. 

Two suits were begun yesterday by attach- 
ment in the Circuit Court of Cook County by 
Jesse H. Farwell, who is supposed to be a holder 
of divers of the Newberry estate bonds.“ 
One suit was against Walter A. Newberry for 
$4,670, the other against Edward H. Newberry 
for $9,378. In both suits the trustees, Messrs. 
Biatchford and Bradley, were summoned as 
garnishees. The principal defendant in the 
second action, Edward H. Newberry, has issued 
* bonds to an amount far in excess of his 
distributive share, and is hence in much the 
situation of an insolvent debtor. The attach- 


ment proceedings are begun in the hope that 
the courts will sustain the remedy usually re- 
sorted to in cases of insolvency. Various 
opinions are expressed regarding the validity 
of the donds, and it is confidently predicted 
that the Supreme Court will have a good many 
novel and knotty questions to decide before 
the distribution is compieted.

M. Newberry, the creditors of the Newberry 
Furniture Company, which failed a few weeks

firm, are two of the heirs to the Newberry es- 
tate. The creditors agreed to allow the re- 
ceiver six montbs in which to realize upon 
collateral in the nature of mortgages and noteg, 
and Frederick M. Newberry stated that if the 
firm was not then able to pay 100 cents on the 
dollaf ne would personally guarantee the re- 
mainder and pay it six months subsequeatly.

RECIPROCITY WITH CANADA. 
The President in his recent message refers 
twice to the. subject of our commercial re- 


that a joint commission shall be appointed 
to settle the entire question of the fishing 
rights between the two countries he inti- 
mates that other general questions de- 
pendent upon ‘contiguity and intercourse 
might also come within the purview of such 
a commission, and the fullest latitude of ex- 
pression on both sides should be permitted.” 
In another place he makes the suggestion 
that the relations of commerce with our 
near neighbors and kinsmen, whose terri- 
tories form so long a frontier line difficult to 
be guarded against smugglers, and who find 
in our country and equally offer to us natural 
markets, demand special and considerate 
treatment.” This subject he relegates to 
Congress for such action as “‘ may increase 
facilities of intercourse wae contiguity 
makes natural and feasib 

‘These references. are naturally enough 
looked upon in Canada as steps towards 
reciprocity, and already the Montreal mer 
chants are discussing how far reciprocity will 
go. It seems to be concluded that there will 
be reciprocity enough to include fish, coal, 
iron-ore, lumber, and salt, and that this will 
be about the limit, though there are some 
who are inclined to believe that agricultural 
produce will also be included, as the shipping, 
produce, and commission trade along the 
northern tier of States, as well ag the rail- 
road interests, is in favor of it. The mis 
take made, however, by the Montreal and 
other. Canadian merchants in the Do- 
minion. proper, where the confederation 
feeling is strongest, is in their efforts 
to draw a half-way line of reciprocity. If 
there is to be commercial reciprocity at all 
between the two countries it must be com- 
plete. The whole line of custom-houses on 
the frontier must be swept away, and trade 
between Nova Scotia and New England, On- 
tario and the Central States, the Canadian 
Northwest and our Northwest must be as 
free as is our own inter-State trade. Having 
done this, then the outside bars may be put 
up at the same figures for both countries, 
which will not be diffieult to do, as the two 
tariffs now are not far apart. Having mutual 
interests and working at a mutual advantage, 
both having the same outside market for prod- 
uce,.a mutual tariff. can be agreed. upon, 
The provinces of Canada and the States of 
the Union must have unrestricted intercourse 
with each other and the same protection from 
outsiders, ‘That is the only reciprocity the 
people of this country will tolerate. It must 
be a broad, free, commercial union with the 
United States. 

The advantages of such a commercial union 
will be great and mutual. So far as the fish- 
eries are concerned our fishermen are not 
going to be hurt. Even under Canadian com- 
petition our fishing tonnage has. steadily in- 
creased, and there is no good reason why ‘the 
American people should tax themselves for 
the benefit uf those engaged in the fisheries. 
We want cheap fish. If our fishermen have 
access to their waters they will have access 
to ours. If our vessels would have an ad- 
vantage Canadian vessels would have the 
privileges of our coasting trade clear to the 
Gulf of Mexico on the one side and down the 
Pacific coast on the other. ‘The ‘restrictions 
upon railroads would be removed, and they 
would run free. If New England would.be 
benefited by cheaper coal from Nova Scotia, 
Ontario would be benefited by. cheaper coal 
from #ennsyivania. The Manitoba farmers, 
instead of sending wheat clear across Canada 
and out of the St. Lawrence to Europe, 
would send it across the frontier and our 
people would have the benefit of handling, 
grinding, and manufacturing, and eventually 
it would reach the same market, while the 
‘Manitobans would get all their supplies in 
Minnesota and other States. Already they 
buy their agricultural implements and arti- 
cles of. domestic use in Minneapolis, St. 
Paul, and Chicago, Even with the existing 
barrier of custom-houses on the frontier the 
marigime provinces of Canada sell nearly all 
their produce to the New England markets 
and buy nearly all their goods in Portiand, 
New York, and Boston. The Boston mar- 
ket in spite of custom-houses dictates the 
price of half the surplus products of Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick. If these bar- 
riers were removed there would be the same 
advantage in trade between the Canadian 
provinces and the States that there is in the 
trade between any two of those States. 

There is, therefore, no hope for a half-way 
reciprocity between the two countries. It 
must be the whole or nothing. They cannot 
expect to get our agricultural products free 
and ‘put a tariff on our manufactures. The 
freedom of trade must extend from a pin to 
an anchor, There is no more reason why the

The closer tas satan “lays W 
School Board are examined the more extrava- 
gant, reckless, and suspicious do they appear. 
A majority of the members seem to exercise 
all their ingenuity in devising ways and 
means to waste the people’s money while 
pretending to provide school accommodations 
for the city school children. The moneys ap- 
propriated by the Council for sites and build- 
ings for primary schools are diverted to the 


ool structures on the déafest proper- 
ty that can be had in the districts. Thus it is 
that the board, by a majority of 11 te 4, de- 
cided last May to purchase a high-school lot 
at the corner of two busy thoroughfares for 
$28,000 when a much better located lot could 
have been had, not five blocks away, for less 
than half the price. The board has spent 
about $250,000 within three years on 
high-school buildings, and now proposes 
to spend $160,000 more. All this while 12,- 
035 children are denied the primary sehool 
advantages guaranteed them by law and 
for which the city legislature has made ample 
provision. By an order of the board, passed 
some months ago on the motion of Mr. Har 
rison’s election attorney, Allan C. Story, 
from $5,000 to $7,000 was added to the cost 
of each primary building in order to provide 
a public hall for the pleasure and amusement 
of the people of the localities in which the 
schools are to be erected. The entire man- 
agement of the city public schools seems to 
be on the Angle-Bengalee plan, ‘The least 
possible return is made for the taxpayers’ 
money. The proceedings of the board are 
in utter disregard of public sentiment and 
opinion, in violation of the spirit of the 
school laws, and directly contrary to the in- 
terests of the taxpaying people and of the 
school children of the city. 

Besides all this, the expenditures have been 
and are being made in bad faith. When the 
Council was asked last spring to appropriate 
money for school purposes the School Board 
itemized some of the estimates. The sum of 
$450,000 was asked for ten primary build- 
ings. The President of the board and other 
members assured the Aldermen that no por- 
tion of this money should be used for high- 
school purposes. At the same time assur- 
ances were given that the average cost of 
each primary building should. not exceed 
$45,000. Now the board proposes to expend 
not less than $188,000 of this appropriation 
en one high-school building, while the cost 
of. the primary buildings, thanks to Mr. 
Story’s efforts, has been brought nearer to 
$60,000 than $45,000. Instead of ten schools 
for the $450,000, there will be not more than 
six, if so many. 

But it is not in the matter of lots and 
Buildings only that the School Board mem- 
bers iidulge their extravagant tastes. The 
spendthrift spirit permeates all their trans- 
actions, For the year ending June 30, 1879, 
the total expenditures for school purposes in 
Chieago aggregated $906,754. ‘The appro- 
priation for the current year has been $2,028,- 
701, and every cent of the money will be 
spent. In the estimates for the year, too, it 
may be remarked, the revenue from the 
school property of the city is estimated at 
$320,000. It is really $400,000, so that the 
total cost for the year is over $2,100,000, or 
two and one-third times more than it was 
six yeats ago. The increase in attendance at 
the schools is about 20 per cent, More than 40 
per cent of all the city expenses is incurred 
by this extravagant Harrison School Board, 

There is room for improvement, not only in 
the methods of the board, but in the person- 
nel as well; and until the improvement is 
made it would be well for the Aldermen to 
scrutinize the yearly school estimates and to 
make their appropriations so -specific that 
money voted for necessary primary schools 
shall not be used for the erection of costly 
and unnecessary high schools. 


IMPROVEMENT IN THE IRON TRADHBZ. 

The iron trade ranks as the barometer of 
business, and the recent improvement in its 
condition is generally regarded as a very en- 
couraging indication. On the basis of the 
theory that an increased demand for iron in- 
dicates a general improvement in business an 
attempt is now being made to boom the iron 
trade and make it appear that pig-iron certifi- 
cates furnish an unusually good line for spec- 
ulation. The facts seem to show, however, 
that while the trade has improved within a 
few months there is no probability that the 
change for the better will develop into a pro- 
nounced boom for an indefinit time in the 
future. 

Two facts account for the recent improve- 
ment in the iron trade—the prolonged strikes 
in the Western mills last summer, which oper- 
ated to lessen production, and the demand 
for iron pipes in the natural-gas district near 
Pittsburg, which stimulated ‘the demand and 
gave active employment to several establi sh- 
ments. Following this eame the usual in- 
crease of trade in the fall. A great deal of 
business in manufactured iron is now being 
done at low prices. But it must be remem- 
bered that the tariff on steel and iron has led 
to an unnatural expansion, and the capacity 
of the mills is much beyond any demand that 
will arise in the near future. An jmprove- 
ment may be expected, but it will be some 
time before it can run into a boom. 

Steel rails have advanced from $26 to $33 
and $34 for 1886 delivery, indicatinga greater 
improvement in this line than with manu- 
factured iron. There are only eleven or 
twelve steel-rail milis, and they can easily 
combine to restrict production. The allot- 
ment among the mills last year was 775.000 


tons, and the restriction worked so well in 


keeping down the supply that at least 250,000 
tons more will have to be allotted, bringing 
the total up to 1,000,000 tons, The railroads 
held back their orders, hoping in vain for a 
break in the combination, and hence the steel- 
rail’ mills have done the bulk of the year’s 
business in a few montlis, and this has given 
them an appearance of great activity. It re- 
mains true, however, that the capacity of the 
milis is much beyond any probable demand 
next year, and the present condition of the 
trade cannot be held to indicate the approach 
of a great boom and an era of speculation in 
steel or pig-iron. The improvement in the 
wire industry can also be traced to an arti- 
ficial cause, as a German combination has 
forced wire-rods up to $41.50, and the Ameri- 
can manufacturers have seized the oppor- 
tunity to increase prices by lessening produc- 
tion. ‘The improvement in the nail trade is 
accounted for by thé long strike which kept 
the Western mills idle for so many months 
and materially reduced the output. 

It is comparatively easy for eleven or 
twelve steel-rail mills to agree in limiting 
production, but it is practically impossible 
for such a contract to be made and kept by 
the 600 blast-furnates and 350 rolling-mills in 
the country. The steelmakers have the ad- 
Vantage fii improving business by artificial 
means, 2 as the 2 Pence erte 
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As the owner ot the largest estate in the 
world it was in the power of Vanderbilt to

And he ¢ould 
have done this without impairing the founda- 
tion of a house that should peer with the 
noblest in the Old World in respect to wealth, 
while: its basis would have been all the 
stronger and more enduring because protect- 
ed by the grateful remembrance of a large 
part of the civilized world. It was in his power 

pale the gefierosity of Peabody and the 
r ot Peter Cooper, the phi- 
lanthropy ot Sir Titus Salt, the noble legacy 
of our own Newberry, and even the vast 
benefaction of Stanford of California, with- 
out making his heirs sensibly the poorer. He 
could have wiped off from his house the 
stigma of having within a few years risen 
from the public level only to give oral per- 
mission to the said public to“ be damned,” 
and thus originated a nobler escutcheon than 
any that graces the peerages which flaurish 
under the protection of the effete monarchies 
of Europe. All this lay within his grasp, 
and all was deliberatelyignored. It reminds 
one of “the man with the muck rake,” de- 
seribed by Bunyan, who saw only the sticks 
and straws on the floor, and had no eye for 
the glories of the heavenly vision that was 
overhead. 

Vanderbilt hot only omitted to embrace & 
maguificent.opportunity, but he failed to per- 
form a-self-evident duty. He owed some- 
thing to his countrymen, and a large some- 
thing at that, on the Scriptural theory that 
to whom much is given from him much is 
required. As the actual employer of the 
heads of at least 20,000 families he added to 
his wealth by their exertions, and should 
have made some provision for their welfare. 
How easy the act for him, and yet how 
great it would have been, to provide for the 
founding of an institution in which the sons 
of his employés could receive an education in 
both the theory and the technique of railroad 
science abd its collateral branches and in 
all branches of mechanism. What a vast 
amount. of good he might have been the 
means of accomplishing if he had devoted a 
few of his many willions to the establish- 
ment of a school tor teaching the science a 
knowledge of which fits a man to be useful 
today, and setting an example to the people 
who think they earn their salaries by coach- 
ing in the limited curriculum that has come 
down to us from the hoary past! As he has 
not done this, or anything, he has laid him- 
self open to a million times the condemna- 
tion that was visited on the head of the un- 
faithful servant who wrapped his talent in a 
napkin and buried it that it might be safely 
returned to its owner. He has done nothing 
to merit commendation either on earth or in 
Heaven. His name may survive, but the 
memory of his good deeds will not. 

Tt is useless to complain of the dead, un- 
less as in so doing we point a moral for the 
living. The moral we would deduce is like 
a dilema, in that it has two horns. The 
first is that, if there be afuture state of 
existence in which we shall enjoy or suffer 
according as the deeds done in this life are 
good or evil, then the man or woman who 
has done most to benefit humanity, or makes 
provision for its being done posthumously, 
will certainly not stand the worst-chance of 
being happy in the long hereafter. The sec- 
ond is that if, irrespective of a belief in a 
future life, the individual wishes to be re- 
membered here, he can best assure such a 
remembrance by proving himself to be 
elther a great curse or a great blessing to his 
fellows. The first may have been a laudable 
object of ambition in by-gone centuries, but 
is searcely so now. The growth of popular 
intelligence and feeling points unmistakably 
to an era in the future when the man who has 
done great things for the good of his race will 
be gratefully remembered, while the con- 
querors of earth will be forgotten, or, if their 
names survive, it will be only as fit objects 
for execration.. This view of the subject is 
respectfully commended to the attention of 
the men in our midst who have it in their 
power to build a lasting monument to their 
own fame, if not one that would tower so 
high towards heaven as the one that could 
have been erected by Vanderbilt. 


SOUTHERN CONVICT LABOR SYSTEM. 
The action of the people of Hearne, Tex., 
in protesting against the practice of the State 
Penitentiary Board of farming out conviets 
to planters and railway corporations for a 
term of years is the first step in a movement 
which it is to be hoped will ultimately break 
down the system. ‘The protest of the people 
does not cover the real merits of the case, but 
if its effect is secured the same end will be 
gained. The people of the cotton counties 
in Texas object to the system because the 
importation of these convicts by the wealthy 
class of planters is injurious to the small 
planters and laboring men, who cannot com- 
pete with such cheap labor. This, however, 
is only a local grievance. The real outrage 
of the system lies deeper than this. The 
large majority of the convicts are colored 
men, for it js. difficult to get a white man 
into the Southern penitentiaries, whereas 
colored men are railroaded to prison upon 
the very slightest evidence and often on 
the mere prejudice of a white jury. 
These colored men are hired out in gangs 
to the old slave planters and their condition 
is worse than that of the old slavery days. 
Then there was. at least the selfish induce- 
ment held out by proprietorship in the negro 
to take care of him, feed him; and clothe 
him, so that his working and market value 
should not deteriorate. If he was beaten 
care was taken that he should not be dis- 
abled. His labor was too valuable. But 
nothing in the old sugar house or the slave 
coffie eqhaled the brutalities practiced upon 
the negro convicts. They are lashed upon 
the slightest provecation. They are huddled 
into filthy dens, horribly fed, and left un- 
protected from’ the weather, When sick 
nothing ts done for them. They are 
the prison gear rt 
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The old condition of slavery.was mercifal | 
as compared with the horrors of the chain | 


ished for triviat offenses. When negroes are 
hatiged in the South for ‘bufglary, theft, and 
incendiarism, and lynched for still lesser of- 
fenses, it need not be surprising that they are 
hurried into the penitentiary for petty of- 
fenses. The people in the Texas cotton 
counties may take a selfish view of the sys- 
tem, but if their protest opens the eyes of the

MODIFYING THE LAW OF LIBEL, 

The law of libel as now laid down by the 
courts in most of the States of the Union was 
devised in England at a time when the aris- 
tocracy and the privileged classes were de- 
termined that there should be no free press, 
and the subservient courts bent every effort 
to gratify the desires of the upper ten thou- 
sand. It was then that the doctrine of im- 
plied malice was invented, and to this day 
almost every American Judge in charging a 
jury goes back to the barbarous precedents 
first formulated at the instance of the En- 
glish aristocracy to destroy the freedom of 
the press and indorses the implied malice 
doctrine. In order to guard against the 
tyranny of the courts in enforcing this bar- 
barous law, it is provided in the Constitu- 
tions of several States that in criminal pros- 
ecutions for libel the jury shall be the judge 
both of the law and the fact; but the doctrine 
of implied malice still prevails in civil suits 
and would lead to outrageous injustice if not 
generally ignored by juries. . 

It is not possible in these days for a Judge 
to eram wrong-doing and injustice dewn the 
throats ‘of intelligent American jurors and 
make them believe it is law. In prosecutions 
for libel the juries almost invariably take a 
common-sense view of the matter and look to 
the facts as proved In evidence to see whether 
the publication was the result of actual in- 
tentional malice or of unintended error or 
accident. Jurors demand facts and reject 
such legal fictions as implied malice. When 
held down by the courts to the hard English 
precedents and required to find for the plaint- 
iffs in cases where it was impossible that 
there could have been any malicious intent 
American juries generally return nominal 
verdicts, and in this way refuse to enforce in- 
justice simply because a Judge tells them it 
is law. 

The charge of Judge Woddward in the re 
cent Coon-McClure libel case in Pennsylvania 
shows that a court has at last been found 
which is anxious to get up to the level of the 
American jury in administering the law of 
libel in the interest of substantial justice. 
Judge Woodward held, in brief, that malice 
was not to be implied. but must be proved by 
the evidence. This is the identical position 
long held by juries. Despite the man on the 
bench, the men in the box have always con- 
tended that the question of malice was not to 
be guessed at or surmised but determined 
like any other fact in the case in the light of 
the proofs. Then in viewing the evidence 
in libel cases the juries have generally ruled 
that editors should be held to the same de- 
gree of care and diligence as men in other 
pursuits—no greater no less—and that slight 
negligence or error without actual malice 
could not be the basis for heavy damages. 
At the same time in the case of malicious 
and defamatory publications juries have not 
failed to administer the law strictly and rig- 
orously. 

It is time for other Judges to follow Judge 
Woodward in abandoning the barbarous 
English precedents, dropping the legal fic- 
tions of implied malice, and getting down to 
the solid, common-sense ground of which the 


juries have had the monopoly heretofore. The | 


courts have labored in yain for several gener- 
ations to Induce American juries to enforce 
the law of libel as devised by subservient 
English courts at the instigation of the aris- 
tocracy. The sooner the Judges get them- 
selves in line with the juries in enforcing the 
law of Hbel, the better it will be for the ad- 
ministration of justice.

Manning's statement is misleading 
and deceptive. it glosses over thé fact that 
gold has been-the fluctuating money of this 
country, while the present standard dollar is 
the oldest coin in circulation, and, in the 
strictest sense, the old, ‘Fellable 72 dollar of 
the fathers.”

According to a 
rumor which is said to be current in Semlin, 
Vukotic, Seoretary of the Supreme Court of 
Montenegr«, has informed an intimate friend 
that a Russo-Montenegrin plot existed to form 
a Servian State, to consist of Bervia, Bosnia, 
Herzegovina, and Montenegro; that an assasin 
was hired for 40,000 rubles to kill King Milan, 
and that an aceomplice divulged the pict. It 
is rumored that Vukotic is now a volunteer 
m the Servign camp. A glance at 4 map 
shows that Bosnia ig just west 
of Servia, jHermegovinn is to the 
south * of Bosnia, and Montenegro 
is on the coast of the Adriatic Sea, to the south 
of Servia, west of Macedonia, and north of Al- 
bania. This would form a great State and 
give Russia ber great desideratum—an outiet 
to the sea. The alleged scheme tooks absurd, 
but ranger things have happened, plunged 
Europe into a general war, and changed ber 
whole map.

Loxpor, Dec. 16.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.|—Peace is practically re- 
stored in the Balkans, Prince Alexander hav- 
ing signified his willingness to recognize the 
Commissioners sent by the Sultan to Philip- 
popolis tor the purpose of reorganizing a new 
Government in Eastern Roumelia. Mahbjid 
Pasha, Turkish Envoy, left Constantinople 
for Philippopolis today. The understanding 
between the Sultan and Prince Alexander 
includes the Porte’s consent to the personal 
union ot the Bulgarias. The military uttachés 
forming the commission to mark the armistice 
une between the Servian and Bulgarian armies 
will leave Vienna tomorrow for Nisch. Oovl. 
Kaulbars, the Russian military attaché at Vr 
enoa, will be President of the commission. 

Prince Alexander. replying to the Powers, 
says the Servians must evacuate Widin. He is 
willing to disarm if Servia will reimburse Bul- 
garia for losses sustained during the war. 

The report in a dispateb from Beigrade Satur- 
day that a bloody engagement had occurred at 
Veliki-Isoor between two battalions of Bul- 
garians and a body of Servians, in which the 
former were scatiered, leaving many dead and 
wounded, and the town itself captured, lacks 
confirmation, and is generally discredited. 

A dispatch received from Selgrade states 
that typhoid-fever and dysentery have broken 
out among the troops at Pirot. 

It is not believed at Sophia, however, that 
Prince Alexander bas submitted as meekly as 
the above would indicate, as the following dis- 
patch shows: 


The Bulgarian Government bes received from 
the Powers a collective note annoencing the ap- 
pointment of a Commission to mark an armistice 
Mine.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 14.—[Special.]—In 
the Circuit Court today, in the suit of Charies 
O’ Boyle against the Indianapolis Terra-Cotta 
Works, was developed for the first time in a 
legal way the eccentric financial methods of G. 
L. Dickinson, ex-Auditor of the Indiana, 
Bloomington & Western Railway, who is now 
sojourning in Canada. Dickinson, as a sort of 
side-cut, acted as Treasurer and Secretary of 
the Terra-Cotta Company, and it was in that 
capacity that O’Boyle claims that he con- 
ducted his financial business with him. 
O' Boyle was Auditor, Dickinson chief clerk, 
and in May, 1884, loaned Dickinson $2,500, 
and it is to recover this that the suit was 
brought. On tne trial the defense claimed 
that the loan was made first to Dickinson per 
sonally tor ten days and then renewed for 
thirty days. At the expiration of that period 
O’ Boyle took Dickinson's note for the sum as 
Treasurer of the terra-cotta works. The books 
of the Terra-Cotta Company show no trace of 
the money. This, and other financial opera- 
tions of Dickinson as an official of the Terra- 
Cotta Company. forced that concern into 
bankruptcy. When Dickinson left the ral 
road service the company discharged O Boy ie, 
and it looks now as if he would be added to the 
list of the ex-Auditor’s victims. 

PirrspurG, Pa., Dec. 14.—There was no dis- 
turbance at Saltsburg this afternoon as re- 
ported. Brown & Co.’s mines bave been in 
operation for two weeks, and as numerous 
strikers were seen in the neighborhood today 
trouble was feared and the Sheriff was tele- 
graphed to come up. He found everything 
quiet and returned to the city at once. 

The officials of the Kuights of Labor this 
afternoon presented Secretary Barrows of the 
Coal Exchange with a series of resolutions 
adopted ata recent meeting requesting a con- 
ference with the operators for the purpose of 
arbitrating their differences. Secretary Bar- 
rows says no action can be taken for several 
days, owing to the absence of several large 
mine-owners. 

The annual convention of the Miners’ Amal- 
gamated Association of this district met here 
this morning. Twenty-three delegates were 
present, but only three of them were from the 
river mines. The morning session was taken 
up with effecting an organization and the con 
sideranon of unimportagt routine matters. 

Benjamin Loutb Sr., the inventor of a proc 
ess for making nail-plete out of old steel rails. 
bas sold his right to the patent to a syndicate 
of five Eastern firms. Mr. Louth claims that 
by the new invenuon there will be a saving of 
at least $10 per ton in the manufactured prod- 
uct as compared with the present methods of 
production. Ia consideration of allowing the 
syndicate the sole right to use the patent, Mr. 
Louth will receive $150 per day for one year, 
and $300 per day fof thé remaining sixteen 
years of the life of the patent. 

Grand-Master-Workmad Powderly held a se- 
cret conference with the leaders of the strike 
this afternoon and left the city for home this 
evening. He refused to talk on the mining 
troubles, but it is understood de advised a gen- 
eral resumption of work at the reduction. A 
meeting will probabhy de heid in a few days 
and the strike declared off. The district con- 
vention of miners adjourned sine die tonight 
witbout baving accomplished anything. An- 
other convention will be held after the strike 
is over and the men have returned to work. 

Wooster, O., Dec. 14.— The Orrville Farm- 
ers’ Bank, a private institution run by promi- 
nent citizens of Orrville and yiginity, suspend- 
ed Saturday. It was reported shaky some 
time ago, but was reorganized and it was be- 
lieved to be solid. It bolds the funds of sever- 
al townships and school districts on deposit 
and it is reported that the stockboiders are so 
situated that the depositors will lose all. The 
depositors bave consulted lawyers here, but 
returned to Orrville convinced that their money 
was gone. The failure is said to have been 
caused by outside speculation. Definit partic- 
ulars are not proourable at present. 

Omana, Neb., Dec. 14.—Garribrant & Cole, 
wholesale and retail dealers in tobacco, closed 
their doors today. Their liabilities are $40,000; 
assets estimated at $18,000. Cause of failure, 
alleged inability to make collections. The firm 
gave the United States National Bank of this 
city a chattel mortgage for $1,800. All other 
creditors are unsecured. They are principally 
in Cincidnati and one or two other Eastern 
cities. 

Denver, Colo., Dec. 14.—[S8pecial.|—A Dep- 
uty United States Marshal today levied on the 
stock of C. M. Presberger & Co. of Trinidad to 
satisfy a claim of $2.000 in favor of Strauss, 
Goodman, Tondorf & Co. of Chicago. The at- 
tached firm had established a good credit with 
Chicago bouses and were supposed to be doing 
a good business. Presberger left Trinidad 
about ten days ago, ostensibly to take charge 
of a branch store at Albuquerque, but his 
present whereabouts are unknown. The lia- 
bilities of the firm sre unknown, but their 
stock is not worth over $4,000. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 14.—The Typo- 
graphical Union tonight ordered a strike on the 
Daily Tribune. The cause is that the proprie- 
tors declined to pay a compositor for a change 
made in an advertisement vy the foreman after 
the compositor had set it according to orders. 
The foreman admitted the fault was his and 
paid the compositor for the work. The union 
decided that the proprietors of the Tribune 
must pay the compositor and collect the 
amount from the foreman, The proprietors 
declined to submit to the dictation of the 
union, and a strike ensued. 


BSAUSAGE-CASINGS AND FURNISHING GOODS. 

Three individual confessions of judgment 
were entered against August C. Keebler in the 
Superior Court yesterday in favor of Mrs. Pau- 
lina Nathan, aggregating $3,711. The judag- 
ments were for $1,139, $1,267, and $1,305 re- 
spectively. Keebler isa member of the firm 
of Keebier & Nathan, manufacturers of sausag- 
casings at No. 221 Kinzie street. The judg- 
ments were placed in the hands of Deputy- 
Sheriff Graves, who put a custodian in charge 
of the establishment. 

Deputy Sheriff’ Burke levied on Ellis N. 
Brand’s furnishing goods stock at No. 135

DEATHS IN CHICAGO, 


WILLIAM FLOTO AND & R NOE JOIN THE 
SILENT MAJORITY. 

William Floto, a prominent German of the 
city, died yesterday at his home, No. 52 Pine 
street, from paralysis of the heart. Floto was 
born at Kassel, Germany, July 24, 1811, came 
to the United States in 1846, and staid at New 
York for some time working at his trade, 
which was that of watchmaking. From New 
York be went to Charleston, 8. C., and thence 
went successively to California, Peru and 
Chill, Cincinnati, and New Orleans. 
In 1863 Mr. Fioto came to Chicago and started 
a grocery business at the southwest corner of 
Clark and Madison streets, where Chambers’ 
jeweiry-store is at present. Four years later 
be became President of the Chicago Litho- 
graphic Company under the firm name of 
Floto, Kurz & Co. He suffered heavy losses by 
the fire in 1871, and left Chicago for Cincinnati, 
but soon returned, and in 1873 was made man- 
ager ot Seipp’s Brewery. He opened a book- 
store at No. 48 Dearborn street in 1875. his 
partner being a Mr. Meininger. Three years 
ago he sold out to Gustay Hinstorff and 
went into the wholesale boot and shoe business 


S. R. Noe, the well-known ltive-stock com- 
mission merchant, died Saturday night at bis 
residence, No. 4233 Indiana avenue, after a 
lingering iliness. Mr. Noe, who was born at 
Mount Gilead, O., came to Franklin, III., about 
1860, and settled in Chicago in 1869. He went 
into partnersbip with Ira N. Judd in the live- 
stock commission business and continued in 
that line until compelied to retire through ill- 
health. He was 44 years of age, and leaves his 
wife and family in comfortable circumstances.

which bave been flying up and down the av- 
enues and through the parks since Sunday 
noon. Until midnight the jingle of bells and 
the merry laughter of the sleighers can be 
heard upon all the drives of the North, South, 
and West Sides, and if the weather remains as 
cold and bracing as it bas been within the last 
few days the well-packed surfaces of the streets 
wiil afford excellent sieighing during the com- 
ing holidays. 

“The crack teams bave not been gotten 
ready yet,” said a Michigan avenue liveryman 
yesterday, but if the snow stays you will see 
them all out for a whirl tomorrow or next day. 
‘The snow is too deep now for fast driving. The 
speeding course on Grand boulevard, from 
Thirty-ninth to Thirty-fifth street, should be in 
excellent shape by Wednesday.” 

Has there been much of a demand made 
upon you for rigs since the snow feli!“ 

“Pretty nearly everything we have with 
rnnners on it is out most of the time. Sunday 
everything bad been rented by 1 o'clock and 
we had people waiting bere ali through the aft- 
ernoon for sieighs to come in.“ 

„What is the costof renting a horse and 
cutter for the afternoon?” 

“Single cutters for two we charge $5 for 
through the afternoon, or for three hours or 
less $3. For double-team rigs, with a driver if 
desired, we get $10 for the afternoon or about 
an hour. It, when a man brings in a rig. I see 
that be has not driven the horse to death and 
has been careful with the sleigh I gladly throw 
off a dollar or su from the stipulated amount. 
It is naturally expected that a man will drivea 
horse a little faster to a cutter than to 
a buggy. and when the snow is deep, 
as it is now, it is much harder for the horse. 
We have few if any cases of abuse, however, 
for we are careful to whom we rent.” 

Thus it will be seen by the young man who 
contemplates devoting a portion of his week’s 
salary to giving his sweetheart a saleighride, 
that a very small cutter—and this will scarcely 
prove an objectionabie feature to either the 
young man or bis sweetheart—may be obtained 
for the afternoon for the reasonable sum of $3. 
Should the girl be a tasty dresser, and one of 
the kind who might conveniently leave one of 
her mittens on her dressing-case, so that 
she will have to thrust the hand next to her 
young man under the Buffaio robe to keep it 
warm; and lastiy, if the young man’s salary is 
not too small or the demands made upon it too 
large, be may consider an afternoon’s fun of 
this kind cheap at double the price. If he did 
not and the giri found it out, the probabilities 
are that. f she is a native Chicago lass, the 
young man would have to take another girl 
with him upon nis next ride. 

Considering the great number of rigs of all 
kinds on runoers which fly over the city's drive- 
ways from early morning to midnight when the 
sleighing is good, there are comparatively few 
accidents recorded. A turnover occasionally 
happens, but the only result, as a rule, is a 
bad scare and a plunge into the snow piles upon 

the curbing. 


HEALY’S SLOUGH. 


A DECISION OF THE FEDERAL COURT AS TO 
WHETHER IT IS A NAVIGABLE STREAM 
EXPECTED SOON. 

There will come up for argument in the 
United States Supreme Court some time this 
week a venerable Chicago case which has been 
handed back and forth in the City Council and 
in the courts for the last nineteen years. It is 
that of the Healy Slough. The Healy Slough 
is, or was, a muddy and uncertain stream 
which started near Thirty-tirst and Lyman 
streets and meandered in a northeasterly direo- 
tion across Deering and Main streets and 
Archer avenue, entering the South Branch 
between Quarry and Salt streets. It never 
was much of a stream apparently at any 
time, and of late years bas amounted 
to nothing since the Chicago & Alton Railroad 
put a permanent bridge where it crosses it. 
Along back about 1866 an effort was made in 
the Council first by the beirs of the late Mr. 
Healy to have aswme bridge put in by the 
Alton and the slough dredged out so that it 
might be made what they claimed the Lord 
made it in the first place—a navigable stream. 
They owned considerabie property down there, 
and if the stream could bave been made navi- 
gable its vaiue would bave been 
materially increased. The Council passed 
resolutions or orders at one time 
and another deciaring the Alton bridge a 
nuisance. Some of these were vetoed by the 
Mayor. Finally, seeing that the Council couid 
do nothing the heirs took the matter into court 
and filed a bili in the Circuit Court against the 
Alton to force it to put in a swing-bridge. The 
case was decided against themin the lower 
court along about 1877, but the Appellate 
Court reversed it in 1878 and directed the Su- 
perior Court to comply with the request of the 
petitioners. The railroad, however, carried 
the case up to the Supreme Court, where the 
decision of the Appellate Court was in tura re- 
versed. 

Justice Scott, in the course of his opinion, 
said that the courts did not think that the body 
of water spanned by the railroad bridge was 
navigable, in the legal sense of the word. One 
allegauon in the bill upon which right to relief 
was based was that he Healy Slough’’ was 
a natural stream forming the western bound- 
ary of the premises, emptying into the South 
Branch, and thereby as an arm and affluent 
connecting it with the canal and Lake Michi- 
wan. The Healy Siough,”’ the Justice 
held, was not A stream, it had 
no current, but was simply a 
depression filled by the waters of the South 
Branch. Since 1836, when the Archer road 
was laid out, it was not claimed that vessels of 
any kind bad passed the bridge. The bridge 
built over the slough in 1848 was removed in 
about a year, but not because it obstructed a 
navigable stream. The siip was clearly private 
property, and bad so been treated by the State 
officers and original riparian owners. There 
was no navigable channel and a we- bridge 
could serve no useful purpose, therefore e 
opinion of the Appellate Court would be re- 
versed. 

From the Supreme Court of the State of Ilr 
nois the case was taken up by the Healys to 
the Supreme Court of the United States, on 
the ground that it related to navigabie water- 
courses, and that, therefore, the Federal Court 
had jurisdiction. What the result of the ap- 
peal to this court of last resort will be will 
probably be known within a few weeks. If it 
is decided to be a navigable stream it will put 
the railroad to considerable expense, but will 
add materially to the amount of dock property 
in that part of the city.

A CURICUS CASE. 

HaminTon, Ont., Dec. 14.—[Special.]|—A 
curious case came up before the Appeal Court 
today. June 9 last A. F. Forbes, a wealthy 
stock broker, about 65 years old, was fined $10 
for trespass in visiting Oak Bank,” the 
residence of Henry McLaren. The evidence 
given demonstrated the fact that Mr. Forbes 
had for nearly fitteen years been endeavor- 
ing to pay his attentions to Miss McLaren, 
notwithstanding the fact that the atten- 
tions were very d eful, to her and 
his loving episties were returned to 
him unopened. This continued until June 
8, when he called at McLaren's residence and 
sent in his card, in response to which he was 
turned from the door. He now appeals from 
the police magistrate’s decision. The appel- 
lant’s lawyer claimed that his client bad a per- 
fect right to call at the bouse and to see 
the young woman. He always went to the 
front door and handed in his card, and as there 
was no attempt at concealment it eould not be 
termed a case of trespass.

A STUDENT REVOLT—MRS. SMITH’S VICTORY. 

MONIREAL, Que., Deo. 14.—[Special.|—A few 
days ago Dr. Cuartrand, one of the Professors 
at the Victoria Medical School, seeing that a 
student was causing a disturbance during bis 
lecture, ordered him out, and a good number 
or bie companions followed him. All returned 
to the Professor's lecture the nextday, when 
the learned Professor remarked that those who 
had thought proper to go away the previous 
day might as well have kept away altogether. 
One of the students then made a few remarks 
not flattering to the Professor and was again 
ordered out. This morning four of the stu- 
dents who took a more prominent part in the 
matter received official notices of their dismis- 
sal. The whole number of students, about 160, 
then left the school in a body and declared 
that they would not return until their friends 
were reinstated. 

Justice Doherty today decided the causes 
céiébre of Melvin Smith against his wife for 
infidelity and her suit against him on the same 
charge, the deciaration of which con- 
tained many very serious statements. 
The circumstances of the case are that 
in 1875 Smith, who is a wealthy real-estate 
broker and noted for his love of everything 
fast, married Miss Wheeler, a Vermont woman, 
by whom he has four chiidren. There was no 
community of property, but she was allowed 
a revenue of $1,500. In June, 1884, 
she went to reside with her children at La- 
chine, and her busband charges that she was 
guilty of infidelity with one Thomas Murren, 
their coachman. In September, 1884, Smith 
brought suit against his wife for separation on 
this ground. She received the notification 
Sept. 4, and immediately left for her mother’s 
home* in Vermont, from where she wrote her 
husband several letters. These letters he 
imagined contained a confession of gunt. In 
the meantime the coachman went to 
Boston, where he was followed by 
Smith, who eventually induced bim to 
come to Montreal and give testimony 
in regard to the relations be had with Mrs. 
Smith. Mrs. Smith was advised to institute 
proceedings against her husband, and she com- 
menced an action in November, 1884, for 
entire separation, on the ground of 
scandal and immoral conduct.

His Honor 
dismissed the case, as Smith had failed to estab- 
lish his allegations, and that being so Mrs. 
Smith was entitled to a verdict in her 
favor in the action she had brought for separa- 
tion. Mrs. Smith by the judgment is granted 
separation from her husband, sole control of 
ber four children, and alimony, subject to 
proof of her husband’s revenue. The hus- 
band’s petitions are in every particular set 
aside, costs in each case going against him.

THE ELECTION IN TAMAULIPAS. 

MATAMORAS, Mex., Dec. 14.—The election for 
Governor of this State (Tamaulipas) took place 
yesterday. Gov. Coellar Villareal was sup- 
ported by the Federal authorities for reélec- 
tion; Gen. Yturria was the candidate of the 
Home or State party, and Sefior Torrez was the 
Independent candidate. The election in this 
city passed off without fatal results, although 
there was much excitement and constant firing 
in the streets.

A STEAMER GOES TO PIECES 
Sr. Lovis, Mo., Dec. 14.—[{Special.]—The

amination of the prisoners they 
were impressed with the resemblance borne by 
the unknown to the description of the man 
whom the janitor had noticed around the 
burgiarized store. The two were accordingly 
taken to the Central Station and the janitor 
and his two friends who were with him the 
day before the “robbery, and who saw 
the suspected man, were sent for. 
They were instructed howto act, and passing 
quietly through the room in which the un- 
known man sat scrutinized nim minutely. He 
was a fine-looking, pertectly- formed man of 
large proportions, dressed in a pea jacket, 
darm trousers, and siouch hat, and wear- 
ing a dark mustache. His garments were 
well made and fitted his figure to perfection. 
They promptly identified him to Lieuts. Shea 
and Kipley as the man they had described. 
These officials then began an examination of 
the prisoner and in afew moments became con- 
vinced that he was one of the principals in the 
robbery, but were equally impressed with 
the knowledge that they bad a 
cool, sharp feilow to deal with. They 
were able, in the first interview, to elicit no in- 
formation from the prisoner other than bis 
name, which be said was George Edwards, or 
Elliott; but early in the evening be was taken 
into their presence, and, after laboring with 
him until 1 o’clock the next morning and using 
every argument and inducement in their 
power, the man admitted that he and two 
others robbed the safe, but the acknowledg- 
ment was wrung from bim only by a promise 
that he would not be asked to tell who his ac- 
complices were. The officers bad pretended to 
him that they knew his guilt, and he was also 
disconcerted by the identification of the janitor 
and his friends during the afternoon. 

They beran by asking him where he was 
Monday afternoon. “Monday a!ternoon?” 
mused the man. O, yes! I was at the Post- 
Office, and then went to a newsstand across 
the street and wrote two letters.“ The fact 
that be promptly admitted having been ia the vi- 
cinity of thy jewelry store rather staggered the 
officiais; but they argued, assuming his guilt, 
that he could serve his own interests best by 
aiding the police in recovering the plunder and 
thereby assuaging the animosity of the vic- 
tims. It was this argument that produced the 
desired effect. Edwards said that he and two 
confederates committed the robbery, and that 
he stood guard outside while they blew the 
safe. The plunder was placed in two small 
sacks and taken to the North Side, and while 
on the way there a quaatity of papers, worth- 
less to the robbers, were thrown away in 
a vacant lot. These were tle ones 
found by the police. The next day the 
robbers removed the plunder to the West Side. 
Becoming convinced that the safest way was 
to get the property out of Chicago, the thieves 
decided to ship it to New York, and they ac- 
cordingly packed it into a japanned-zinc trunk 
tied with a rope, and set about itsremoval. At 
this point Edwards loses sight of the third 
person, and speaks only of his partner.“ 
They purchased two tickets to New York, and 
got another fellow who, Edwards persists, 
knew nothing of the robbery or what the 
trunk contained to take it to the Baltimore & 
Ohio depot and check it with Edwards’ “ part- 
ners ticket. They followed their employé 
to see that he carried out their instructions, 
and baa just met the man with whom Edwards 
was arrested and bad taken a drink with him 
when the two were arrested. They were on 
the way to the depot at the time and in a.haif 
hour would have been on their way to New 
York. As be neared the station in the patrol 
wagon, Edwards says. he dropped his ticket 
out of his- pocket. He claims not to know 
what his accomplice did, but thinks he must 
have known he was arrested. Edwards as- 
sessed the plunder at $8,000. He said he 
would have been able to get $4,000 on it in 
New York. Lieuts. Shea and Kipley tele- 
graphed to the police at New York to look out 
tor the trunk described and to arrest any one 
who might call for i. The reply came back 
that the trunk was there and they would 
watoh it. Detective Bonfield and Mr. Marks 
have gone to New York. The police bere 
found that the day that the trunk was 
shipped five other zinc trunks, three of them 
tied with rope, were sent over the road. Ed- 
wards or Elliott is unknown to the police here. 
They think, however, that be has been in town 
before, and suspect him of having been im- 
plicated in the Joe Martin safe robbery 
at No. 108 Madison street six weeks or two 
months ago. He claims that he is not a safe- 
biower, but the police are inclined to believe 
that be had only one confederate and that he 
himself blew the safe. The man who was ar- 
rested with him was released, he being only a 
tough local thief of too small a calibre for such 
a job.

The Baltimore & Onio does not 
appear a party to the arrangement, as the 
name of its General Passenger Agent is not 
gigned to the notification. This action of the 
trunk lines is of more importance to the gen- 
eralpublic than appears upon the first glance. 
Heretofore passengers purchasing limited 
tidxets Could @top over from one tram to un- 
other at Buffalo, Pittsburg, or other interme- 
ante Bastern points, it being only necessary 
for passenger holding such ticket to reach 
pcb wh sa before the expiration of the time 
specified on the ticket. Under the new ar- 
rangement a party purchasing a limited ticket, 
the price of which is $17 from Chicago to New 
York, cannot stop off atany point, but must 
go straight through to the seaboard from Chi- 
cago on the very train which he takes at this 
point, the number of the train on which the 
tieket is good being specified thereon. If the 

r desires to stop off for a few bours 
at Pittsburg, Buffalo. or any other 
intermediate point he is compelled to purchase 
ap uniimited which is $23.25, or $6.25 
more than a continuous train ticket. 
The Eastern roads claim that their action is 
de to the scalping of limited tickets at Buffalo 
and other intermediate points, and that their 
ogly object. is to break up that practice. It 
looks more reasonable, however, that it is their 
desire to place additional Hardships upon pas- 
sengers and make them pay higher rates for 
the privilege ot stopping over at intermediate 
points. 

A meeting ef tue Chicago East-Bound Pas- 
senger Committee was held yesterday. The 
principal discussion was in regard to the 
recent action of the committee requiring 
Western connections. to base their rates 0 
the East upon a $20 rate from Chicago to New 
York. It appears that none of the Western 
roads has so far complied with the request 
of the Chicago East-Bound Committee, and the 
indieatione are that none of them will complr. 
The Milwaukee & St. Paul and some other 
Western roads have sent official protests against 
the adoption of the $20 basing rate to Chairman 
Meore. They claim that they cannot base their 
rates upon a fictitious rate from Chicage east, 
the reguiar rave from this point to New York 
being only $17. Aftersome discussion Chair- 
man Moore was iustructed by the committee 
to communicate with the estern lines and 
give the reasons why they shouid adopt a $20 
basing rate from Ohieago. Those reasons are 
that when the rates {rom the Missouri River 10 
Chicago were cut down to $l the Eastern lines 
desired to ‘base their rates upon thet figure. 
The Western lines, however, would not allow 
it. When finally the Eastern lines suggested $5 
as a basing rate between Chicago and the Mis- 
souri River, the Western lines unanimously 
insisted that full tarif rates must be adhered 
to by the Eastern lines fer basing purposes. 
By that section the Western lines established 
the precedent that out sates should not be used 
for basing Purposes, and consequentiy their 
present position towards the Eastern roads is 
entirely inconsistent and contrary to their own 
ruling. The existmg $17 rate was never put 
officially im the rate-sheet. When the Pennsy)- 
vania insisted that the Western roads might 


use the $17 rate as a basing rate all other East- 


ern lines protested against it. By accepting 
the Pennsylvania $17 rate they (Western lines) 
did not act in accerdance with their own agree- 
ment relative to private rate sbeets. The 
Eastern roads who claim that, as tickets from 
Chieago are continuous train tiekets, and they 
ean sell tickets from Missouri River 
points that are not gontinuous train tickets, 
they have nothmg to lose by adopting the $20 
basing, but on the contrary it would help their 
interests. . 

It is learned that east-bounc passenger rates 
from St. Louis and all other points (except Chi- 
cago) have’ been restored to tariff (§20 basis).

A NEW RAILWAY SNOW-PLOW—HOW A CA- 
NADIAN INVENTED A PLOW WARRANTED 
TO DEFY ANY SNOW-STORM. 

Railroad men and travelers will feel skeptical 
at first when informed at amaghine bas been 
invented which will practically put an end to 
snow-biockades. Those who hgeve been snow- 
bound along the lines of Western rel-:roads, 
and have been detained for weeks at a time 
waiting for the snow-plows to clear the tracks, 
may well have felt discouraged when they 
jearned from the officials of the road that some 
4,000 patents bave been issued for snow-plows, 
and that the best fail to raise a big blockade. 
About eight years ago a Canadian began in- 
venting snow-plows. Finally he found that a 
model be had constructed would not only clear 
away the snow rapidly and well, but would 
throw it almost any place desired to send it. 
His labors culminated in making the machine 
here described: 

The front is a tremendous knife-wheel ten 
feet in diameter, making from 200 to 300 reyo- 
lutions per minute, cutting twelve inches off 
the enow-bank with ach of the four steel 
knives at every revolution, or four feet at 
every turr. The snow thus cut is delivered on 
twelve shovels revolving in an opposit direc- 
tion at the same rate and burling it (by cen- 
trifugal force) out of the shoot at the top. The 
cutting and shovel wheels are made to revolve 
by a system of four gear wheels, the two side 
ones being supplied with cranks to which are 
attached powerful engines. 

With one locomotive to hold the knives up to 
their work, the machine cuts the snow and 
buries it far enough away to make it of no fur- 
ther trouble. At the exhibition in March the 
snow was cast toa at distance, being hard 
and mixed with sand, having lain on the track 
from Dec. 1 until March 28. The monster went 
right through the compecc mass and delivered 
the bard, fsozen, snow £296 feet from the track, 
over ten other tracks and a a trestie-work 
thirty-two feet ee 

The best steel is used in the construction of 
the knives and shovels and all important parts 
of the machine. Its gross weight is forty-six 
tons, its working capacity two to ten miles an 
hour, according to the dritt to be removed; it 
is reversibie and throws the snow on either side 
of the track at the will of the engineer. This 
excavator is entirely di nt from the plows 
now in use and will revoRMtionize the methods 
hitherto used by railroads in raising snow 
biockades. Last winter the amount of damage 
done by the blockades was enormous. Thou- 
sands of heads of cattle and hogs were frozen, 
tons of mail and freight were delayed, and 
many passengers suffered. According to fig- 
ures printed last March $2,000,000 was expend- 
ed by the Western roads during the month of 
February simpiy for sbeveling snow. 

The name of the inventear of the new ma- 
chine is Orange Jull. Me Jives near a curve 
on u railroad in Western Canada, where trains 
are always blockaded when the show falls to 
any great depth. Being awakened night after 
night by the screeching of the engines he made 
up his mind to invent an excavator and be rid 
of the nuisance or quit the neighborhood. At 
the start he learned of the many inventions that 
had been tried and proved useless, all of which 
were based on the principle that snow should 
be pushed out of the way. He at once came 
to the conclusion to seek some different meth- 
od. His idea was to do by steam what men did 
by hand, to cut the snow and throw it out of 
the way, and on this basis he worked. After 
patenting all the points of value in his inven- 
mon Mr. Jull sold the Tor its use in the. 
United States to a fellow-Canadian. who 
brought the model and patent-p to New 
York anc formed a company to develop the 
new steam-shovel. The machine was brought 
to the notiee of Mr. S. C. Donaidson, city buyer 
of ea large dry-goods establishment, who be 
came convinced of its ones aes entbusi- 
astic about it, and invested \w ready cash be 
had in the stock of te new company, of which 
he was made a director. 

Mr. Danaidson, tegether with Mr. George H. 
Hobart ana Mr. George Ramsay, two other act- 
ive members of the company. raised money to 
order the first machine. ‘The Cooke Locomo- 
r

— the — ke 9 ot Mr. Edward Les- 
lié, aided by a cofpetent engineer, and was 
shipped to in the latter part of March. 
The first teste gave splendid results. The ma- 
chine was then sent to Chicago, to the Chicago

waiting for a big, biogkading snow-storm.—

istence the so-calied recovered cases of pleuro- 
pneumonia now existing in close quarantine 
on the farm of John Boyd at Eimburst, 
Du Page County, by the adoption 
ef a sarcastic resolution referring to 
Dr. Paaren’s idea that his usefulness 
“was bampered by his subordination to a com- 
mission who are either indifferent to the work 
intrusted to them or are invapabie of adopting 
and enforcing a proper policy for tne suppres- 
sion of disease,” and‘asking the Governor to 
investigate. If the facts are as alleged the 
members of the commission will regign; if not, 
they want Paaren’s resignation accepted. 

Dr. Paaren’s resolu was tabled by the 
veterinarians. It recited that, with the excep- 
tion of the Du Page County case, contagious 
pleure-pneumonia was stamped out in Illinois, 
and that said stamping out was due to said Dr. 
Paaren’s efforts, 

The resolution of the board was sent to the 
Governor today, together with a communica- 
tien from Dr. Paaren. The latter, which is 
very leugthy, recites that ne had no intention 
of reflecting on the State Board, but that unin- 
tentionally the part of his resolution denying 
any refiection on the board was left off. He 
aaye his relations to the board dave always 
been pleasant. He was certain that if the law 
allowed compensation to the owner for dis- 
eased cattie killed the board would have or- 
dered the slaughter of the Du Page County 
stock and thus freed the State entirely from all 
traces of the disease.

CHURCH TROUBLES. 


THE CONGREGATION OF A GERMAN LUTHER- 
AN CHURCH IN TOLEDO, o., DIVIDED ON 
THE QUESTION OF A PASTOR—A MINISTER 
ALLEGED TO HAVE USED BAD LANGUAGE. 
ToLEno, O., Dec. 14.—/Special.}—Toiedo has 

for some time been enjoying a series of church 

troubles, some of which have been quite sen- 
sational. ‘The first of these was the riot at the 

Polish Catholic Church, in which severai lives 

were lost. The last occurred yesterday at St. 

Peter's German Lutheran Church. It seems 

that some four weeks ago the pastor, the Rev. 

Mr. Grapp, finding he was bitterly opposed by 

alarge number of his flock, resigned and de- 

termined to seek a new field of labor. After his 
resignation had been tendered and accepted 
by a majority of the 243 members of the 
chureh Grapp changed his mind and an- 
nounsed his determination te resume the pul- 
pit. His enemies at once took the matter into 
court and obtained a temporary injunction 
restraining him from doing so. Yesterday the 
anti-Grapp faction gathered about the churgh 
early, having with them a new pastor whom 
they favored. The trustees of the church had 
got wind of the move and had dlosed the 
church. Members of the Grapp faction had algo 
gathered in force, and soon there was a crowd 
of between 400 and 500 peopie—men, women, 
and children—aboutthe church. Everybody was 
excited, and the strongest possible language 
was used by both factions. The crowd was 
just on the point of a general row when Sher- 
iff Harbeck and a squad of police put in an ap- 
pearance and succeeded, with difficulty, iu re- 
storing quiet and dispersing the people. It is 
fully expected that unless matters change there 
will be a first-class church row next Sunday. 

That portion of the city is now being patrolled 

by a much-increased force of policemen. 

St. Paul's German Lutheran Church also 
comes into unpleasant prominence because of 
actions of their pastor, the Rev. A. B. Weber, 
at the funeral of young Kuhn a few days ago. 
After giving the A. O. U. W. lodge, to which 
the deceased beionged, permission to attend, 
he afterward refused them yg eee to — 
the ehureh with badges on. e odge refused 
to enter under these conditions and left. 
Weber was severely denounced-for his conduct, 
but defended himself by saying that the action 
was backed by the rulesof the church. The 
brothers and sisters of Kuwhn now charge 
Weber with having used toward the stricken 
parents, on the way to the church, language 
unbecoming to a minister and too strong to 
Weber has not yet answered this

The two boats, built from different yards in 
the same season and probably launched about 
the same time, without very large difference in 
measurement, will be a practical test of both 
kinds of material in shipbuilding for these 
lakes not only for Capt. Wilson, but for all 
future builders of lake vessels. 

The measurement of the present craft is 264 
feet over all, 250 feet between perpendicuiars, 
88 feet beam, and 24 feet in depth of hoid. It 
will be all ot steel of the same thickness as 
though it were of iron, thus giving ber a bigher 
class or rating than if built of 
She will have two collision bulkheads— 
one each forward and aft—and three other 
bulkheads in her main hold above ber water- 
bottom.

He was in consultation with Col. Biair 
and Gen. Lyon before the Camp Jackson affair 
in May, 1861, and had been instrumental in 
raising the first regiment in the State for three 
months’ services Col. Brown went to the field 
at the head of a regiment, and did good work 
in Southwestern Missouri, bemg promoted to 
the position of General, and assisted very ma- 
terially in the organization of the State militia. 
He continued to do valuable service in the field 
in the cause of the Union, and when the ques 
tion of emancipation arose he took a decided 
stand in favor of it, and thus became antagon- 
ized to a large element of Missouri Unionists 
who doubted the wisdom and necessity of 
such a policy. The Legislature of 1863-64 
elected him to the United States Senate 
with the Hon. John B. Henderson. While 
in the Senate he evinced decided conservative 
views, and opposed the radical reconstruction 
ideas Which then prevailed in that body. He, 


however, was forced to resign on account of | 


ill health, and, after a short respit, resumed 
the practice of his proféssion. He, however, 
was not allowed to remain long in retirement. 
In 1870 he was nominated by a coalition of 
Democrats and Liberai Republicans for the 
position of Governor of Missouri. The issue ot 
the nee was whether 22 tles im- 
posed upon those wbo sy mpatth or par- 
ticipated in tne Rebellion should be removed. 
McCiurg was nominated by dae Radical Repub- 
licans. Senator Brown was elected dy 41,17 
majority. After hig election, having heceme 
disgusted with the reconstruction of 
Republican majority at Washington, be became 
a member of the Democratic party, and most of 
his appointees were members of that party. At 
the end of his term he again resumed the prac- 
tice of the law. 

May 1, 1872, the Liberal Republican National 
Convention met at Cincinnati, Cari Schurz 
being Chairman. Horace Greeley was nomi- 
nated for President on the sixth.baliot,.Mr. 
Brown receiving also a number of votes. When 
the voting on the Vice-Presidentia) nomina- 
tion was begun Mr. Brown led on the first bal 
lot and was nominated on the second. The 
regular Democratic National Convention as- 
sembied in Baltimore July 9, and Messrs, 
Greeley and Brown were alse nominated. 
At the election, Nov, 5, Grant and Wa- 
son ved 3.507.070 votes and Greeley 
and Brown .2,834,079. The latter candi- 
dates carried Georgia, Kentucky, Mary- 
land, Missouri, Tennessee, and Texas, 
thirty-seven States voting, Grant and Wilson 
carrying all the rest, The Liberal majorities 
were 86,030, and the Republican 849,021. The 
vote of Charles O’Conor, eandidate of the 
Straightout Democrats, who would not support 
Greeley and Brown, was 21,569. After the de- 
feat of that ticket Mr. Browa retired to private 
life, where be hed since remained, devoting bis 
time to the practice of his profession and his 
private business. His business ventures, 
which consisted largely in mining en- 
terprises, proved disastrous. A handsome 
fortune, accumulated in former years, 
was almost entirely swept away, and 
he died comparatively a poor man. 


Brown was a man of marked ability and strong | 


convictions, with the courage to always express 
his opinions under any and all circumstances. 
Of late years he bad been an undaunted cham - 
pion of temperance and prohibinop, and bis 
papers on the subject have been the most elab-

PLEASANT READING FOR SMOKERS. 

„Tobacco Effects” was the subject of a sug- 
gestive lecture given by Dr. Kate I. Graves 
before the Woman's Physiological Institute 
yesterday afternoon at Apollo Hal. To- 
bacco, she said, contained three viruient 
poisons, of which there was enough in one 
cigar to kill two men. Its effects were not so 
marked as its propértics would lead 
one to expect, for the reason that 
it was taken gradually and in constant- 
ly increasing doses; but its ultimate 
effect was the undermining ot the constitution. 
Experi ments bad amply proven that it bad a 
most deleterious effect on the biood, affected 
the beart’s action, caused dyspepsia, smoker's 
sore throat, bronchitis, and even paralysis. 
There were over eighty diseases which might 
be due to the weed. Gen. Grant would have 
lived twenty years longer if he had abstained 
from it. Its bad effects were uot confined to 
the physique, but were potent on the intellect 
and morals. So strong was the habit that it in 
many cases compietely destroyed the will- 
power. A smoker could not be a perfect gen- 
tleman. He became a selfish barbarian 
unmindful of the comforts of others, such was 
the effect of the drug on bis mind. Smoking 
blinded a man’s sense of cleanliness, and fre- 
quentiy led to drinking by creating a dryness 
of the mucous membrane. The people of the 

United States spend annually $250,000,000 for 
tobacco—more than their bread bill. After 
showing ite terrible effects on children, the 
lecturer attempted to show by individual cases 
that the taste for tobacco and its evil effects 
were transmissible from father to son. The 
remedy lay chiefly with the women of the 
country, who could do much tocheck the habit, 
which was now more prevalent than ever be- 
fore. She advised every marriageable lady to 
ignore tLe attentions of every smokcr.

GOVERNMENTAL NEWS. 

The Eastern mails were from half an hour to 
two hours late yesterday; mails by the Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul Road forty-five minutes and 
by the Burlington one hour bebind. 

Between Nov. 28 and Dec. 9, inst., there were 
2,097 domestic and 1,806 international money- 
orders issued at the Post-Office in this city; 
there were during the same period 23,818 do- 
mestic and 401 international orders paid, 1,307 
postal-notes issued and 20,224 paid, and 2.842 
certificates of deposit, against 2,438 aomestic 
and 2,088 international money-orders, 861 pos- 
tal notes issued; 25,266 domestic money-orders, 
340 international money-orders, 15,020 postal- 
notes paid, and 2,761 certificates of deposit is- 
sued during the same period last year—bveing 
an increase of .076 per cent.

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HYDE PARK. 

The Board of Trustees met last evening. The 
Captains of Fire Districts Nos. 1 and 2 recom- 
mended the erection of a number of additional 
fire-alarm boxes. An ordinance creating a 
special drainage district under the new Drain- 
age act was engrossed. The district comprises 
758 acres lying between Sixtieth and Sixty-sev- 
eth streets and Stoney Island avenue and 
Charles and South Park avenues. The main 
features of the scheme are pumping-works at 
Sixty-third street and Stoney Island avenue, a 
sewer in Sixty-thira street, between the east- 
ern and western limits of the disir with 
laterais, forty manholes, and. thirty-two catch- 
basins. The sewer varies in size from 

to twenty-four inches, being largest 
the eastern end. The pumping- 
works are to be of a capacity of 
50,000 gallons per twenty-four hours. The 
mouth of the sewer is to be at Fifty-sixth 
street, twelve blocks from the water-works. 
The cost of carrying out the scheme will be 
about $100,000, to be raised by special assess- 
ment. The cost of maintenance will be raised 
by special assessment each year upon the dis- 
trict. 

Upon motion of Mr. Cowles the attorney was 
instructed to investigate the powers of the 
franchise under which the Chicago City Rail- 
way Company Operates the dummy line on Cot- 
tage Grove avenue and Fifty-fifth street, and 
report as tothe extent to which the village 
could regulate the operation of the line. Cowles 
stated that he offered the resolution in view of 
the fact that serious accidents had been fre- 
quent of late on the line in question.

A QUESTION ABOUT THE POLSS.

Whether they bave 
refused to become naturalized to evade the 
German conscription, or the Prussian Govern- 
ment refuses to allow them to be naturalized, 
we do not know, not having seen it explained 
in the foreign press. 


SAVINGS BANKS. 

CurcaGo, Dev. 14.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
— Here is the plan for a savings bank: County 
or gity to furnish banking-rooms, with vaults 
and police protection free of charge and taxa- 
tion. The officers and directors to receive sal- 
aries and to furnish heavy bonds. The aggre- 
gate of salaries and expenses not to exceed 50 
cents on each $1,000 deposited for a year, tak- 
ing the average of all deposits. Deposits be- 
low $20 to be payabie on demana without in- 
terest. Deposits on demand of ay amount 
not todraw any interest. Certificates of de- 
posit to be issued as follows: For $20 to run 
three months, bearing 2 per cent interest per 
year; for $50 to run six months, bearmg 8 per 
cent interest per year: for $100 to run twelve 
months, bearing 4 per cent interest per year. 
Not over ten certificates of each and either de- 
nomination to be held by any one depositor. 
Ali deposits on demand to be invested in part 
in United States bonds and ready cash. A 
reasonable cash reserve to be held for deposits 
on time, and no money to be loaned out except 
on good collaieral. All surplus earnings of the 
bank to go to the poor, sick, and ignorant.

FRENCH SAVINGS BANRS. 

CMCAOO, Dec. 14.—/| Editor of The Tribune.] 
-The Cincinnati Gazette, as quoted by you 
Monday morning, asks President Cleveland 
why it is that France carries so large a stock 
of silver. The reason is that the peasants of 
France are a saving class, but, having no banks 
in which to deposit, are forced to hoard their 
gradual accumulations in biding-places arouud 
their homes. As the periodical additions to 
their savings are small they are necessarily in 
silver. This causes a constant drain on the 
silver reserve of the country that is not felt in 


America, where good banks are so plentiful 


that the people soon acquire the habit of de- 
positing in them, returning in that way a very 
large proportion of the coin balance of the Na- 
tion to the genera: circulation. If any proof 
were needed of the habits of the French in 
this particular it would be necessary only to 
refer to the well-known fact that the subscrip- 
tions to the German indemnity loan after the 
war of 1870 were almost entirely from the 
peasant class and were paid, with hardly an ex- 
ception, in small silver.

DISEASED MEAT. 

Cu1caGo, Dee. 14.—| Editor of The Tribune. ] 
Alt is impossible for the Health Department— 
whose management is so largely under polit- 
ical controi—to be very thorough, systematic, 
or persisted in the inspection of the meat-food 
of 600,000 people. The department is spas- 
modic in its efforte—now devoting all its ener- 
gies to ulterated milk, now to the Bridge- 
port stench, now to simall-pox or cholera, and 
now to diseased meats. When Dr. De Wolf's 
forees and energies are concentrated in one 
direction it is not strange that the old abuses 
should start up with fresh vigor in another 
quarter. But, speaking of poor meat, it is sur- 
prising how much of the stuff is sold all the 
time all over Chicago. Go to the cheaper 
markets patronized by the poor and you will 
find their chief supply to be meats which any 
honest inspector ought to condemn. It does 
not consist merely of diseased meat nor of 
meat from animais which have dropped dead 
in their stalis at the distilieries, but of 
„% downed cattle—animals which were too 
weak or sickly to stand the fatigue and priva- 
tion of a long ride in the cars and have long 
before they reached Chicago falien down and 
been trampled to death by their surviving com- 
panions. Much of this long-time dead meat is 
in the markets of Chicago. How does it get 
there? How does it stay there? Do the in- 
spectors ever visit the cheap retail shops and 
groceries in Chicago? Do they ever ask why 
steaks can be sold at three to five cents a 
pound—why poor bams can and are sold at 
half the price of good ones? Where are the 
inspectors? Had they done their duty for five 
years past Chicago would not now be 80 good a 
market for a poor quality of meat, and the best 
cattle would not go by us to New York, where 
a better quality of meat finds a better market 
and is more highly appreciated. M. 


DUTIES PAID ON THE JUNIATA. 


ABOUT $1,500 COLLECTED ON THE BRIC-A- 
BRAC OF OFFICERS AND CREW. 

New Tonk, Dec. 13.—A reporter boarded 
yesterday the United States steamship Juniata, 
anchored off Governor's Island, and found 
Commander Harrington at lunch with Deputy- 
Collector Berry and Deputy-Surveyor Overfield. 
The customs officers bad come out to investi- 
gate the charge of C. W. Whitlock made to the 
Treasury Department that the officers of the 
Juniata bad concealed on the vessel a large 
quantity of dutiabie goods, including silks, 
rugs, fans, vases, porcelain and ivory ware, 
and Chinese and Japanese curiosities. 

„We have been on a three years’ cruise to 
China, Japan, and India,“ Commander Harring- 
ton said, and nineteen officers and 240 men 
have brought back with them little curiosities 
gathered during their voyage for their own 
benefit, or to give their relatives or friends. 
The goods have been exhibited to the custom- 
bouse authorities and the amount of duties is 
found to be exceedingly small, something like 
$1,000 or $1,500 altogether, which has been 
paid. When our ship arrived Thursday morn- 
ing I gave orders that nothing should be taken 
ashore fora few days. Probably if informa- 
tion had not reached the Collector of Customs 
the goods would have been taken on shore 
without inspection, because*we nad no idea we 
Government regulation.

Fighting Acres of Fire in All Diree- 
tlong— The Dreary Waste Re- 


Dodging the Danger on All Sides Per- 
sonal Adventures in the 


Night. 


The following letter is from Leonard H. 
Swett, the son of the lawyer, Leonard Swett of 
this city, to bis mother, in reference to a 
prairie fire which lately ocourred upon a cattle 
rauch in the pan-handle of Texas: 

THURSDAY Evenina, Nov. 19.—My Dear 


Mother: Late in the afternoon of Sunday, the 


8th of this month, a cloud of smoke rose on 
the southwestern horizon. Its origin was at 
once attributed to a prairie fire, aud, though 
evidentiy distant, probably on our range. Im- 
mediately an outfit, consisting of a wagon 
containing a barrel of water, for wetting cloths 
for beating the fire out with, a few provisions, 
and some bedding for the men, started out in 
charge ot two men, while six horsemen under 
command of Mr. Mabry hurried on to find the 
fire. This outfit was deemed sufficiently large 


to meet the danger, and little more thought 
was given the matter. After supper, I went 
five miles with a wagon and one man to my 
camp on the ditch. As the twilight deepened 
u dull red glow settled in the west and by 8 
o'clock the sky was bright enough to make me 
uneasy. On reaching the camp, after feeding 
our mules, we went directly co bed. I had 
been there hardly ten miautes when the sky 
lightened so that all the objects of my little 
tent were plainiy visible. I dressed and walked 
about uveasily a few moments, when,] decided 
to wake all hands and goto tne fire. This I 
did, and in twenty minutes I had a four-mule 
team harnessed, and nine men in a wagon and 
one on horseback. I left two men to guard 
camp and take care ofthe mules left behind, 
saying, we would be back in the morning. The 
night was mild and clear and we rolled rapidly 
over the prairie, mile after mile till we could see 
the mountings of the harness glisten in the red 
light, and the entire horizon appeared a sea of 
Are, the red waves rising sparkling and break- 
ing in the distance. On and on we went till 
fifteen miles from camp the mules were 
actually driven through the advancing 
line of flame at a place where 
the grass was very short, and all but the driver 
went to work beating the short blase with a 
gunnysack, a boerd, or piece of blanket, etc., 
The ine of fire appeared without end in either 
direction. So we started west, as we had to go 
one way. We bad stamped out about four 
miles of fire, which was sometimes easy to 
manage. At others it was fierce, hot, and well- 
nigh unmanageable, for later in the night a 
slight wind sprang up which at times biew 
freshiy. When we saw the end of the fire line 
u little later a wagon rolled out of the dark- 
ness, and we were with Mr. Mabry’s wagon, 
which became separated from the horsemen 
early in the evening, but had been doing good 
work. They still thought they could find Mr. 
Mabry, so we separated our party to go back to 
the spot where we had first attacked the fire and 
work east. Wedrove toward the reflection on 
a cloud and five miles brought us to a place 
where fire appeared on three sides of us, but 
in thin grass, while in the south the sky ap- 
peared a vast sea of blood and the entire coun- 
try seemed on fire. 
A BLACK WASTER. 

An hour more fighting, and all appeared dark 
near us; but not far away was a long line of 
light, which looked much like Chicago when 
approached from the lake, with miles of glit- 
tering light. This we attacked as the daylight 
finally dawned over a country which appeared 
black in every direction, save little burning 
patches which the wind had spared for the 
time being. When the sun rose we were a mile 
and a half from Cureso, a side camp twenty- 
five miles from the ranch headquarters. After 
putting out two little fires on the way, we 
reached Cureso about 9 a. m., where we found 
Mr. Mabry, George Collins, Mr. Medcalf, a con- 
tractor, and the man who staid at Oureso, 
The here is high and 
had risen, and several men whom 
bad taken were trying to burn a guard across 
what is called the middle-water pasture, which 
contains 200,000 acres and is just bemg fenced. 
Here we unharnessed the mules and fed hay 
from a small stack recently cut and put up, 
while my men ate a hurried breakfast, as they 
were ordered to relieve the men working on 
the flre- guard. which was being burned 
from north to south across the middle- 
water pasture, as the fire was then 
in the east side of the pasture. I found John 
Henson much excited, and went immediately to 
put a fire guard around the hay-stacks. The 
wind was strong and the fire soon cam® over 
the hill from the south like cavairy on a 
charge, and would have driven usin dismay 
before it were it not that just back of camp 
was a great burn to fly to in case of danger. 
Close to camp the grasé was short, and by a 
hard fight we saved the stacks, and at 12 
o’clock I bad time fora breakfast of a few 
cups of coffee, a piece of bacon in my fingers, 
and some cold biscuits. Collins then started 
for the range, as the fire was then north of the 
Perico, a little creek bed which we thought 
would guard the ranch. I then started for the 
Midd'ewater Pasture, three miles to where the 
fire guard was being burnt. As the pasture 
was nineteen miles across we took a small 
cooking outfit, forgetting to take but two 
cups and two plates, and no knives or 
forks. I drove four mules till even- 
ing, camped, and discovered 
a large fire west of us ref 
country we wished to save. We linge til 
nearly 8 o’clock, when we gave up and start 
back for Cureso, reaching there at 10 p. m. As 
we retreated north we could see flames glitter- 
ing in the south, east, and west—a magnificent 
sight, but vast and savage in its strength. Bed- 
ding was very scarce that night, my men 
doubling up as best they could with the little 
clothing a few of the wise ones bad thrown into 
our wagon on starting. I siept with Mr. Mabry 
and three others in a very little tent. The next 
morning Mr. Mabry went to the ranch and sent 
me with my outfit to go seventeen miles south 
to the southwest corner of the Middlewater 
Pasture to see if anythimg bad escaped and try 
to save that corner it possible, as it was pro- 
tected on the north and east by a little stream 
called Middiewater. We reached there just be- 
fore sunset and had our dinner. 


THE FIRE GUARD. 

I found this corner safe and started at sun- 
set to burn a fire guard on its south and west 
sides. Medcalf had a fence-building party on 
the west line and I sent a man to them to Fave 
them codperate with us. We worked till 2 in 
the morning along the south line of Lee and 
Reynolds’ drift fence, as it is called. Bedding 
was very sbort that night and we were all cold. 
In the morning we continued till about noon, 
the wind gradually freshening, when the fire 
got the start of us and became uncontrollable, 
blowing directly east to the creek, We worked 
on the north of it till very near the creek, 
when a man came from Medealt's saying the 
fire was west of us, and the country we were 
trying to save, the southwest corner, was 
already on fire, and as we were about out of 
provisions we had better go home. I agreed, 
but said Lee and Reynolds were protected by a 
plowed fire guard, and I wanted to see if 
the fire jumped it; so took this man’s 
horse, tellmg my outfit to camp by 
the stream for dinner and wait for me. The 
fire attacking the guard was burning against 
the wind and going slowly, and I waited over 
two hours to see it reach the guard, and so be 
able to report something on my return. I lin- 
gered as long as I dared, then went to find 
camp. I searched the stream for four miles, 
and found they had left meand gone tothe 
ranch. It would not have been serious Dut my 
horse was utterly jaded and played out. I was 
forty miles from home. The sun was low on 
the horizon. it was Wednesday and I bad had 
but little more than one night’s sleep since 
Saturday night, nothing to eat since breakfast, 
no bed, no overcoat, and not even a knife or 
saddie-blanket, the latter having slipped off 
during the day. I made my way to some new 
roofiess buildings weare having put upon 
Middiewater, found some matches in the sad- 
die-hag, built a fire, and prepared to sit the 
night out. 

APPROACHING DANGER. 

About 8 o’clock suddenly a north wind began 
to blow so fiercely that 1 could bardly stand 
against it, and bringing a fire with it. All 
grew bright as day, hot sparks showered down 
in every direction and the flames crackled 
loudly as they advanced. Although tright- 
ened, I knew the grass fire could not burn me 
up. and yet I did not know what to do. I could 
scarcely keep my head on my shoulders, and 
was haunted by a stampeded feeling which in- 
clined me to mount my horse and run before it. 
This, however, I knew to be certain death. The 
north wind seemed to blow a sea of fire direct- 
I on to me.

THE OHIO SUPREME COURT. 


IT IS PROSTITOTED TO PROTECT ELECTION 
FRAUDS AND FORGERIES. 

Cincinnati Gazette: Notwithstanding the 
complete disgrace of the Supreme Court of 
Ohio in Democratic hands, its prostitution to 
the basest of partisan uses—to the counting of 
manifest and established fraud, that amounts 
to forgery, and of returns not taken to the 
Clerk by a judge—we are of opinion the people 
of Ohio will speedily come out of the tangle of 
judicial troubles, and that the party of bribery 
and forgery will be rebuked, stripped of ill- 
gotten power, and humiliated. 

Judge Atherton is in a position more wretch- 
ed than any man bas ever occupied on the Su- 
preme Bench, and has distinguished himself by 
an audacity of indecency and insensibility to 
shame having few paraliels in the bistory of 
the world.

A GREAT CURIOSITY. 


DISCOVERY OF A TOAD WHICH HAD BEEN 
INCLOSED IN A TREE FOR PROBABLY FIFTY 
YEARS. 

LAWRENCE, Kas., Dec. 14.—[Special.|—J. C 
Noyes, a well-to-do farmer ‘who lives near 
Bioomington, in this county, was in the city 
yesterday and had on exhibition a curiosity in 
the shape of a toad. The reptile was taken 
out of the very heart ofa hard maple tree 
which had been growing on the farm ever 
since the present owner has lived there, and, 
to judge from its appearance, the tree is at 
least fifty years old. It was cut down with a 
saw, and in cuttmmga cell or cavity was un- 
covered, and there was the toad, alive, but in a 
sleeping or comatose condition. The body 
was well formed, and its legs were perfect 
with the exception of the feet, which were 
somewhat deformed. The fore ones had grown 
together while folded under their owner. The 
head was peculiar, the eyes being very small 
and almost qut of sight, with the lids grown to- 
gether, and the mouth was in the same condi- 
tion, being closed almost compietely. The cur- 
josity. has been examined by the Professor of 
Natural History of the Kansas State University, 
and pronounced by him to be one of the great- 
est rarities ever seen or known. There 
are a number of instances where toads have 
been found imbedded in rock, but it is very 
rare indeed that one is discovered in a tree, 
Mr. Noyes intends presenting his discovery to 
the Natural History Department of the State 
University.

FOR FOOT COVERINGS HAVE CHANGED. . 


notable changes in the fashions of footwear 
within a generation. In earlier days males 
wore long top boots the year round almost 
exclusively, only varying in thickness. Even 
in this respect the variations were 
limited to a process of oiling or “greasing.” 
The women stuck quite persistently to low-cut 
shoes, or, to speak precisely, to slippers for 
summer and buskins for winter. These dainty 
slippers laced with galloon upon the ankle pro- 
duced a bewitching effect. Occasionally one 
saw a woman in bootees.. These were the 
pioneers of side-lace gaiters which came along 
later. Of course there was some better pro- 
tection required to overcome the disvomforts 
from deep snows and weariness of travel, for 
which the facilities were then so meagre, and 
these were afforded by the ubiquitous woolen 
socks which were worn over the shoes and 
ankles. Save in large cities or villages very 
few new rubber shoes were worn. These 
were !pxuries seldom indulged in, because of 
the cost and of the lack of knowledge as to 
their repellant qualities, as well as to the labor 
required in conforming the ungainly things to 
the contour of the shoe. In the course of 
events oustoms bave changed materially. 
With the incommg of women’s gaiter boots 
men began to grow more partial to shoes, and 
gradually discarded the long-lez appendage. 
The prevalence of hoop-skirts among women 
rendered a species of protective footwear 
necessary, while on the other hand the style of 
2 trousers with men made the legs 
of boots an imcumbrance. Rubber shoes, 
meanwhile, have become cheap and popular, 
so that both sexes are on a plane of equality 
in the matter of covering for the feet. 
Alluding to oiling or greasing boots in early 
times for winter service recalls the cheeriul 
fireplace where the operation was conducted. 
This was before the era of stoves, when sitting 
around the ample wood fire of a winter's even- 
ing was a signal for conviviality, with such 
wholesome refreshments as appies, pumpkin 
ple, and sparkling cider, and such amusements 
as checkers, fox and geese, twelvepenny 
morris. The operation of greasing was usually 
performed with melted beef fat, though many 
affected neastfoot oil as superior. The task 
was usually allotted to one of the youngsters, 
who rubbed the grease in with bare band 80 
long as the leather, tndroughly heated by the 
fire, would soak it. This proceeding rendered 
the surface impervious to water, kept it soft 
and pliable as well, and helped to exclude cold. 
The objection to this treatment was that boots 
could never be polished, but plain couutry 
people didn’t do that much, unless it migbt be 
some young men with a taste for sparking. 
The custom of measurement shoemaking 
that formerly prevailed so extensively is worth 
mentioning. Sale work, called derisively 
„eshop work,“ was rarely seen or handied. A 
shoe store in the most populous towns was u 
piace where ready-made shoes could be pro- 
cured, though the largest portion of its cus- 
tomers left their measures, which were in turn 
transferred to various cordwainers to be 
attended to. Many of these latter made 


and supplied their wants. The nicest boots 
were found among the importers. We bad 
not then acquired the facility for producing 
a boot equal in style and fitto the French ar- 
ticle, 

When shoes began to supersede boots, over- 
gaiters came into use, and have been worn 
ever since with svarcely any change. Nota 
few persons use them. There was not much 
difference in contour or construction between 
the gaiter of 1840 and that of 1885. Atone 
period an alteration was tried, a steel spring 
was substituted for buttons, but it was an 
unsuccessful experiment, and was followed by 
areturn to the original method. 

The immediate predecessors of India-rubber 
shoes for wear in the cities where paths were 
prepared during the snowy seasons were 
articles technically described as galoches.“ 
They were, in fact, leather overshoes, save 
that the protection came to the sole of the 
foot rather than to other parts. The pro- 
totype of this shoe was the ancient **clog,"’ 
which, indeed, was worn as a shoe or foot 
covering, instead of as an extraneous protect- 
or. In later years the patten of England 
was kindred to the galoche.“ There was 
always something natty in the appearance of 
this article, and the facility with which it 
could be donned was in its favor as well, Yet, 
wo to the individual who attempted the use of 
a new pair upon icy walks where the hard and 
smooth soles beguiled frequent downfalling to 
the uninitiated. The original vuleanized 
rubber shoes had a leather bottom, and it 
constituted an objection hard to overcome 
because they were 80 slippery. The use of 
bottoms came as a benison to the appreciation 
of this species of footwear. 


JAY GOULD, 


WHY HE WANTS TO DISSOLVE HIS PART- 
NERSHIP. 

Jay Gould’s proclamation that at the end of 
the present year be would retire from Wall 
street had no more effect upon the market 
than if he had whistied it down the wind. It 
did not even advance his three pet stocks, 
which it was intended to puff, and Manhattan 
Elevated is just where it was one week ago, 
Missouri Pacific is & higher, while West- 
ern Union is 1% lower. Gould's “retire- 
ment is very apt to be followed by some new 
deviltry. Nearly fourteen years ago he made 
his first ‘‘retirement.”” When Pacific Mail 
dropped like a plummet from over par to 49 in 
March, 1873, the street pointed to Gould as 
the author of the panic, A reporter for the 
Herald called at Gould’s house the evening fol- 
lowing the crash and artiesly asked him 
whether he was the cause of it. Gould's re- 
ply, which may be found in the Herald of 
March ö of that year, was: 

„O, dear, no! I have not been down on the 
street for two months. Here I remain in the 
house, and devote myself to looking over my 
library. I have grown somewhat rusty on 
reading during the last few years, for I have 
been so busy, but I am making up for lost time. 
I absolutely do nothing but while the days 
away inthis way. Iam tired of excitement 
and speculation, and take no interest in out- 
side matters except just reading the papers and 
now and then receiving the visits of a few 
friends who post me as to what is gomg on.“ 

“You are, then, entirely out of Wall 
street? asked the reporter with some astonish- 
ment. 

es,“ answered Mr. Gould, entirely.“ 

Gould’s object in dissolving the firm of W. 
E. Connor & Co., in which he is a special and 
his son a general partner, is to get rid of his 
two partners, W. E. Connor and G. P. Morosini. 
It was understood in Wall street last April that 
there were dissensions in the firm, and it was 
expected that it would not be continued after 
the Ist of May. It was probably found to be 
impossible to liquidate at that time without 
great loss, and so the firm was continued. Two 
of the active partners of the firm were for a 
long time at daggers’ points, and one of them 
did not hesitate to publicly express his opinion 
of the other, while young George Gould had no 
special regard for either of them. 

About the time of Gould and Fisk’s atro- 

cious operations in gold which precipitated the 
panic of Black Friday, mr. W. E. Connor was 
a telegraph operator. Shortly after that awful 
period be became Gould’s confidential broker 
and subsequently his partner. It bas always 
been understood on the street that Connor held 
the written link in the evidence which might 
convict Gould in the multitude of lawsuits 
brought against him on account of his Black 
Friday operations. These suits, it is said, 
are now barred the 
limitations, 
free to part with Mr. Connor. 
Morosini, it is said that Gould has no further 
use for him. Gould found bim in the office of 
the Erie Railway when he and Fisk got posses- 
sion of it, and during the stormy times that 
culminated in Gould’s restitution of $9,000,000 
to the Erie Company the stalwart Italien gen- 
tleman acted as a personal bodyguard. As he 
is now rich and does not need the further 
patronage of Gould the latter is willing to part 
with him. It is said also that Gould has been 
annoyed by havimg his firm’s name mentioned 
so frequently in connection with the vagaries 
of Mr. Morosini’s daughter. 

Those who should know say that Gould has 
already made arrangements for the connection 
of his son with another stock commission 
house as a general partner after Jan. 1, and 
that he will himself become a special partner 
in the same house.—New,York Herald.

The leading produce markets were devoid of any 
feature yesterday, except that grain was weak and 
provisions steady. It had been expected that the 
snow-storm would result in a blockade of the rail- 
roads and prevent the receipt of any but small 
quantities of stuff yesterday.

Free-on-board lots sold 
at 41}¢¢ for old No. 2 yellow, 40¢ for old No. 8 yel- 
low, and dess for new do; 8854@34}¢¢ for No. 3. 
with Sasse for No. 4. New ears on track sold 
at 38e. Total cash sales about 120,600 bu. 

Oats were easy, closing ic lower for December 
and January, but firm compared with the other 
markets. Trading was dull, as after about 100,000 
bu had changed hands shortly after the opening 
scarcely anything was done. May sold at 31860 
31%e, closing at 31%{c bid. December and February 
were 3c and January 8½ discount. No. 2 in store 
sold at 28%{c. The sample market was a trifle eas- 
ler owing to increased offerings and lower seaboard 
markets. The bulk of the sales were at Saturdays 
prices, but towards the close slight concessions 
were made on low grades. No. 2 sold to go to store 
at 20 . The sales were at 27@30i<¢c for No. 3, 30@ 
820 for No. 3 white, 29@29%{c for No. 2, 82 s 
for No, 2 white. Total equal te about 110,000 bu. 

Rye was dull and e lower. Scarcely anything 
was done in futures, as buying orders were ex- 
tremely light, January sold at doe and May was 
nominally 67c. No. 2 in store sold at 60¢. The 
sample market was almost lifeless, owing partly 
to very light offerings. No. 8 sold at 55660 on 
track and free on board and No, 2 at 61@62c on 
track and 614¢@62}¢c free on board. The sales ag- 
gregated about 6,000 bu. 

Barley was dull and easy. The in-store market 
was neglected. No. 2 was nominally 65c, No. 3 42@ 
430. and No. 4 8886. The sample market was 


very siow and the offerings moderate. Very few . 


buyers were present and a good many lots had to 
be carried over. The sales were at 40@44c for No. 4 
and 44@72c for No. 3, outside for extra quality. 
Total equal to about 20,000 bu. 

Millstuffs were firm and the offerings scarcely 
equal to the demand, especially with reference 
to bran. We quote: Winter-wheat bran, 
$11.00@11.25; choice spring-wheat bran, $10.75 
@11.25; medium and fine, $10.25@10.50; coarse mid- 
ditngs, $10.75@11.50; and fine, $13.50@15.00. The 
sales were 14 cars bran at $11.00@13.00; 6 cars mid- 
dlings at $11.00@15.00; 1 car shorts at $10.25; 1 car 


wheat-screenings at $10.75; and 1 car corn and oats | Co 


feed at $13.00. 

The seed market was very firm, but the trading 
was confined to flax. Timothy was quotably steady, 
with prime seed nominally $1.69. There were no 
offerings. Clover was inactive for lack of supp} 
and nominally $5.40 tor prime seed. Flax was 14 
@2c higher, No. 1 cash selling at 51.1641. 16M. and 
closing at 81. 16 bid. The receipts were 5534 cars, 
20 of which were off grade. The offerings of No. 1 
were consequently lighter than usual, while there 
was a good demand. Rejected sold at 61. 100 1. 1216. 
according to quality, and no grade at $1.07. Futures 
were quiet. December sold in settlement at 61. 166. 
and January was salable at $1.17, February at $1.18, 
and March at 81.186. 

Cooperage was in good request and easier. We 
quote: Pork barrels, $1.00@1.024¢; lard tierces, 
51.201. 22. The following sales were reported: 
2 cars lard tierces at 61.2236. 

The situation on the street markets was un- 
changed, the dullness of last week continuing. One 
commission man said: The street looks like it 
does Sundays,“ and another that, It we had to 
rely upon the sales of he last few days te pay ex- 
penses someone would come off short.“ Green 
fruits and vegetables were extremely quiet for 
local consumption, but there was a good shipping 
demand for the latter, and orders were being sent 
freely in refrigerator-cars. Poultry was not 
wanted and chickens were 2c lower, About 20 cars 
of potatoes came in and they were all taken, some 
lots of choice Burbanks selling at 700, or 2c higher. 
Game continued scarce, but larger receipts are an- 
ticipated owfng to the heavy falls of snow. The 
butter market was very firm for fine grades. For 
some days past the receipts have not been sufficient 
to meet the demand. There was no activity in the 
cheese market. Groceries were in improved re- 
quest and a stronger feeling was noted. Hay was 
frm and unchanged, with light receipts. 


The dry-goods market was a little more active, ‘ 


owing to a larger attendance of bear- by buyers of 
notions, holiday specialties, etc., and an improved 
order demand for all lines of winter goods. Some 
houses that have been taking stock and making up 
their books claim that they have done a larger vol- 
ume of business this year than for several years 
past, 

Some of the wheat bears were yesterday predict - 


ing that May will decline to 85c or thereabouts. * 


They said that the Minneapolis men are largely 
long on this market and will have to sell out. The 
first part of the impression would appear to be a 
mistaken one. So far as can be ascertained the 
policy of those men has been the comparatively 
safe one of selling against their holdings of cash 
wheat when they thought the market favored the 
operation and covering when a fair profit offered. 
Parties who ought to know say that the Minneapo- 
lis men have not at any one time been long on this 
market to the extent of half a million bushels. 

The bears say that wheat must come down be- 
cause itis 7e too high for export, and that corn 
must decline because the price of No. 2 is 6c above 
that of No. 3, the latter being good enough for all 
the needs of consumers. New York sent word yes- 
terday that large sales of wheat were being made 
there on foreign orders. It is nothing unusual, 
however, for the foreigners to be bears. One of 
them said recently that America has put up the 
price of wheat so high by speculation that buyers 
cannot touch it. And yet they have never been 
able to buy it so low as within the last twelve 
months. The story is simply a chestnut. 

The proposition to alter the rules of the Open 
Board so as to extend the trading half an hour at 
each end of the day does not appear to find much 
favor with the older heads of that organization. 
The matter will come before the directors today, 
and will be in order for a vote the day after Christ- 
mas if they recommend it to such action. It looks 
just now as if both boards might very profitably 
reduce the time of trading by at least half an hour 
each day instead of extending it. There is none 
too much business on band and the holiday season 
is fast approaching. 

A St. Paul paper reckons up 1,518 grain elevators 
in the Northwest, with a total capacity of about 
54,000,000 bu, or 38,000,000 bu if Minneapolis, St. 
Paul, and Duluth be excluded from the count.
